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PRESIDENT ARTBUR’S ILLNESS AT 
SAVANNAH. 

HE EXTRAORDINARY EFFORTS TO BIS- 
CREDIT THE FACTS—DR. BLACK’S STATE- 
MENT OF THE PRESIDENT’S SUFFERING. 

Wasnrneron, April 26.—Extraordinary 
efforts have been made since the return of the 

President from Savannah to discredit the re- 

ports of the special coorrespondents that the 

President was extremely ill in that city on 

last Friday morning. The special dispatches 

sent out were based on information that was 
believed at the time to be trustworthy, and 
which was no doubt substantially correct. As 
soon as the President had landed his foot on 
the platform in the Baltimore and Potomac 
station and had teld somebody thathe ‘never 
felt better in his life,’ and also reported 
that be “had not been sick a day,” Private 
Secretary Phillips began to furnish explicit 
denials of the special reports to every news- 
paper man who approached him for informa- 
tion, and, if he is not incorrectly reported, 
said that all the dispatches about the Presi- 
dent's illness were “exaggerations and were 

_ fallacious.”” The Associated Press, which had 

most conspicuously failed to get correct infor- 


mation about the President at Savannah, and 
which appeared to be anxious to hide its fail- 
ure by discrediting the special accounts, sent 
put to tke country everything that Mr. Phil- 
lips cared to say without much prudence in 
oe or much regard for exaggeration. 

n the effort to misrepresent the actual state 
of facts as ascertained on board the Talla- 

, the following paragraph, among others, 
was furnished by the Associated Press: 

** Private Secretary Phillips toid a similar cale to 
an Associated Press reporter. He said the stories 
that had been sent North of the President’s condi- 
tion by special correspondents were without other 
foundation than the fact that the latter had a 
slight attack of indigestion. This had occurred 
uring Thursday night, and no one had been aware 
of ittill morning. There had been no uneasiness 
abcut the President: the latter had not had a chill, 
bilious eolic, nor ‘peroeptible rigor,’ and there 
had been no blistering, no morphine injections, 
znd no nights spent in watchfulness by the Presi- 
Yent's sick bed by anxious friends and doctors.” 

The Tallapoosa arrived at the nayy-yard 
hight before last and to-day some conversa- 
tions were held with officers and men who 
knew something about the events of the morn- 
ing of the 20th, and all corrobrated in the 
main the special reports as to the dan- 

rous nature of the .President’s illness. 

r. Black, the Surgeon of the Tallapoosa, 
who attended the President, and who 
ought to be quite as well qualified to 
furnish accurate information about his illness 
as Mr. Phillips, has this to say about the at- 
tack which the private secretary has so zeal- 
ously treated as a trivial matter. He says that 
be was called up on Friday morning by a mes- 
tenger, who informed him that the President 
was very ill and required his immediate at- 
tendance. He hastened to the President's 
rabin and found bim suffering great pain in 
bis stomach and bowels and in profuse 
cold perspiration. At the time the doctor 
found him he had been ill for some 
time. An emetic was instantly administered, 
but it did not produce the effect desired. Dr. 
Black found the President’s stomach and 
bowels distended and hard, and quickly ap- 

lied steaming flannels, in the hope of reliev- 
ng him of pain. The pain and discomfort 
being obstinate, he administered morpnine in- 
ternally, with the expectation that it would at 
once prove a sedative and an emetic. The 
stomach at once rejected the morphine, and 
with it a quantity of undigested food, and the 
President was slightly relieved, although he 
still complained of severe pain, the cold 
perspiration and chilly sensations still 
continuing. An enema was then admin- 
istered with abundantly successful results, 
the patient was considerably relieved, and 
under the influence of another dose of mor- 
phine he became more comfortable, and to- 
ward morning secured somesleep. The doc- 
tor’s attentions were unremitti for two 
hours, and he says that during that time he 
considered him ‘a very sick man indeed.” 
He says that while his illness was itself not 
necessarily dangerous, the danger lay in 
threatened inflammation of the stomach, and 
the possibility of the development of inflam- 
mation was great enough to cause anxiety. 
There has been no denial as yet of the state- 
ments made that on Saturday night there was 
& recurrence of some of the symptoms of 
Friday morning, including a return of pain, 
cold perspiration, accompanying chillness, in- 
ability to eat, and absence of sleep until after 
midnight. 

The repetition of these accounts probably 
gives the special correspondents no greater 

leasure than his illness afforded the President.

phatic declarations made for the President 
that he was not sick enough to cause any one 
the slightest alarm, and that an effort had 
been made to get upa mere noonday sensa- 
en upon nothing but ‘slight indiges-

THE CIVIL SERVIVE SECRETARY. 

MR. WHITE RESIGNS THE APPOINTMENT HE 
HAD JUST ACCEPTED. 

Attanta, April 26.—Just before his ap- 
pointment as Civil Service Commissioner Dr, 
Gregory was the guest in Atlanta of W. Woods 
White, a young man who had been a pupil of 
his at college. Mr. White is the son of the 
late Dr. W. H. White, of Milwaukee. For 
some time it bas been known here that 
Mr. White had the refusal of the 
position of secretary to the commis- 


sion; in fact, he rejected it three times, 
put finally, on being assured thathe would not 
need to give up his business, he accepted. A 
son of Dr. Gregory was a classmate and par- 
ticular friend of Dr. White. This young man 
Mr. White had selected to take charge of his 
business while he is absent with the commission. 
As soon as these facts were known enemies 
of the Commissioner telegraphed to the West- 
srm press in effect that White's appointment 
was only a subterfuge to cover a fat place for 
young Gregory, his father net daring to 
appoint him directly. These strictures cre- 
ated quite a sensation here, where Mr. White's 
bigh character is known, He accepted the 
— oniy for the public good, as his business 
ere nets him an average of $500 a month. He 
was only to hold the place until Congress 
meets, in order to give the commission 
time te mako a final appointment. To-night 
at 11 o’clock the telegrams referred to were 
received by Mr. White, whe at once said: “[ 
shall forward my resignation to-night. I shall 
not permit my neme to embarrass the commis- 
tion nor Dr. Gregory, who is one of the 
purest men who ever lived. There is 
my resignation,” said he, as he filled out 
2 blank for transmission: ‘‘I am now vut of 
it. A man’s character and peace of mind are 
worth more than al! the offices in the gift of 
the Government.”

RELEASED AFTER EIGHT YRARS. 

Sr. Louis, April 26.—Charles F, Kring, the 
prisoner who has been in jail eight years and three 
months aud has been tried five times for the mur- 
der of his sweetheart, Dora Broemser, on Jan. 4, 
(875, was released to-day on bail of $8,000. When 
Kring was committed to jail he was a stout and 


handsome fellow of nearly 200 pounds weight. He 
pow weighs 1<0.and is so weak that he cannot 
walk 100 yards without sinking from exhaustion. 
He has been outside of the jail only three times 
since he was committed—once to have his photo- 
graph taken for * book he had published at a loss 
of $1.200, and twice to see his dead sister and to 
attend her funerai. Speaking to-day of nis first 
visit to the onier world, he said: “The 
sensation was very peculiar. It was very like 
that of a person who is swinging high. 
J experienced a light, fluttering feeling about the 
heart and a certain giddiness. This was in 1881, 
end was the first time 1 had seen earth or sky, 
grass or trees, or horses in six years. The one 
changes I have experienced have been from one 
oell to another.” Kring’s lungs are severely af- 
fected, and jt is doubtful whether he will survive 
his ehapged condition of life many weeks.

FAILURE IN CINGINNATI.

THE CLOTHING FIRM OF NEWBERG, FRENKEL 
& CO. FORCED TO SUSPEND. 

Cincrnnati, April 26.—Newberg, Frenkel & 
Co., one of the largest wholesale clothing houses in 
this city, have made an assignment in favor ot W. J. 
Mack and Edgar M. Johnston. The firm is composed 
of Nathaniel Newberg,A.B. Frenkel, and PhilipMoss. 
There has been no inventory or appraisement filed, 
but it is stated that the assets will equal if not ex- 
ceed the liabilities, which amount to about $350,- 
000, of which, it is currently reported, $250,000 is 


due in New-York, $150,000 being for merchandise 
and $100,000 on paper, which is largely held by 
banks. The merchandise inaebtedness is princi- 
pally to commission merobants. 

The news of the failure was a genuine surprise 
to the greater part of the general business com- 
munity. The firm has done a large business, and 
has stood well. The drought of two vears ago hurt 
the clothing trade, and business throughout the 
South was not the best last year. This firm had 
laid ina bheavy stock for this year’s trade. The 
goods were sold on time, the firm taking 
the notes of the purchasers. Heretofore the 
have had no difficulty in selling suc 
notes, but the stringency of the money 
market had made them a drug, and this 
was one cuuse of the failure this Spring. Just be- 
fore making the assignment they filed chattel mort- 
gages aggregating $95,400. These mortgagesare to 
secure some of thef special friends of the firm. It 
is believed that the greater part of this indebted- 
ness is in New-York for goods purchased. But, as 
the firm has been in the habit of purchasing some 
goods—prineipally jeans—through local houses and 
agents, it is reasonable to suppose that a 
few Cincinnati firms are more or less involved. 
In addition to the chattel mortgages given by the 
firm, the amount covered by individual accommo- 
dation and collateral paper is stated approximately 
at $180,000 to $185,000, accounting for about $275,000 
of the liabilities. What the actual resources of the 
firm are cannot be determined for a few days. but 
it is believed by many that they are consid- 
erably under the liabilities, which it seems 
certain will reach .000. A few months ago 
the embarrassed firm made a statement of 
its affairs for the information of the First 
National Bank and at that time there was a sur- 
plus of about $100,000. Since this showing, how- 
ever, the affairs of the firm have retrograded, the 
effeet partially of the unfavorable state of trade 
and partially of the ruinous practice of engaging in 
business foreign to their legitimate sphere. It is 
stated by competent authorities that about $82,000 
was esome time ago, under the firm name, in 
a profitable speculation, but that this amount and 
considerably more was sunk in subsequent 
ventures. This state of affairs becoming generally 
known to banking circles, discount lines were 
cut down materialiy, and thus considerable paper 
was forced into the open market and the device 
of “kiting” was resorted to asa necessity. It is 
estimated that about $30,000 of the firm’s individu- 
al paper was forced to placement through brokers 
in country institutions, and that accommodation 

aper to the amount of about $50,000 was shouldered 
S the contracting parties. The chattel mortgages 


secure the indorsers of the aecommodation paper. 


THE ARKEST OF THE WORKS. 


AFFAIRS OF THE PHILADELPHIA PEOPLES’ 
PASSSENGER RAILWAY COMPANY. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 26.—Following the 
arrest yesterday of ex-President George F. Work 
and ex-Direetor Samuel Work, of the Peoples’ 
Passenger Railway Company, charged with de- 
frauding the company out of nearly $1,000,000, 
President Harrah to-day issued an address to the 
bondholders asking them to surrender to the com- 


pany a part of their bonds in order to save some- 
thing from the wreck. “ Although,” he says, “ we 
believe the inselvency of the company 
would greatly imperil the security of the 
first mortgage bonds, we have not felt 
that it was to be expected that they would 
censent to any considerable reduction as 
the amount of the mortgage is comparatively so 
small, there being outstanding only $250,000. We 
must, therefore, start with a fixed annual liability 
of $17,500. Of the sevond mortgage 5 per cents the 
issue was $458.000. If these could be reduced 
in amount to 60 cents on the dollar it would reduce 
the issue te $274,800, making an annual charge of 
$13,740, Of the third or consolidated mortgage 5s 
the issue was $367,000. If theyfcould be reduced in 
amount to 50 cents on the dollar it would reduce 
the amount to $183,500, which would make an an- 
nual charge of $9.175. This would make a total 
mortgage indebtedness of $708,300, and an annual 
charge of $40,415. 

This mortgage indebtedness is, of course, vastly 
in excess of the aetual value of the line of this 
eompany standing alone; but if the leases could 
be preserved and the lines managed with capacity 
ana rigid economy the net revenue might be made 
sufficient. or, very nearly so, to meet-the very 
heavy payments under the leases and the annual 
charges already mentioned, and in the future, if the 
business of the company increased,there would he 
some ground for hope that something might be 
left for the stockholders. Even, however, te earn 
the fixed charges in suvh a ease, it will require for 
some years the expenditure of every dollar which 
ean be spared to improve the efficiency of the 
property so as to diminish the cost of working it.

Newport, R, L, April 26.—Newport’s fam- 
ous Casino will open for the season next week. 
The grounds are being put in order, and some im- 
provements are being made in several of its apart- 
ments. Financially, as well as socially, the Casino

1888. The Casino has been wisely managed, and 
its stockholders have no reason to regret thelr in- 
vestment. 

Everybody is complaining of the wretehed 
weather. inter clothing is still in demand, and 
there are few visible signs of Spring. However, 
builders who have work to do for the coming 
visitors are straining every nerve, and, despite 
many drawbacks, will be able to finish the houses 
a have contracted to build. Some gentlemen 
will be disappointed, but, as a general thing, all the 
cottages will be ready for occupancy by or before 
the middle of June.

THE IRISH STATE TRIALS 


THE DYNAMITE PRISONERS AND 
DUBLIN ASSASSINS. 

MORE EVIDENCE IMPLICATING O’DONOVAN 
ROSSA—THE TRIAL OF FAGAN—A BIT- 
TER SPEECH BY MR. HARRINGTON, 

Lonpon, April 26.—Dr. Gallagher, Ber- 
nard Gallagher, Whitehead, Dalton, Ans- 
burgh, Wilson, and Curtin, who are charged 
with treason felony in connection with the 
unlawful use of explosives, were again ar- 
raigned in the Bow-Street Police Court this 
morning. The first witness called was a clerk 
employed at the American Exchange. He tes- 
tified that Dr. Gallagher had called at the Ex- 
change and inquired for letters addressed to 
Mr. Galer, and bad showed the utmost anxiety 
to gain possession of them. Witness thought 
that Ansburgh was with him, passing as 
Galer for the purpose of procuring the let- 
ters. A druggist of Birmingham testified that 
Whitehead had bought at his store 160 pounds 
of nitric acid, 300 pounds of sulphuric acid 
and 50 pounds of glycerine. On being cross- 
examined witness said that Whitehead was 
apparently only stocking his shop with acids 
used by various manufacturers. 

Inspector Boyd, of the Glasgow police, 
swore that Bernard Gallagher, when arrested, 
said he was in America at the time of the ex- 
plosion in that city. He said he came to Eng- 
land in the steamer Catalonia on Feb. 9under 
the name of Campbell. Mr. Boyd said that 
Bernard informed the authorities in the early 
part of this month that he wished to give in- 
formation. Inspector Boyd said Gallagher 
told him he was accompanied in the Catalonia 
by a person named Coleman. Bernard re- 
turned to New-York by the Germanic, but he 
was again sent to England by his brother, 
who instructed him to tell Curtin to go to 
London. Bernard was accompanied on both 
voyages by a man whese name was something 
like Oxford. This person belonged to the 


dynamite school and went to London, Gal- 
lagher had heard his brother say that good 
work was not done by this school, but by 
the Irish conspirators. Bernard stated that 
another brother named Daniel and Coleman 
returned to New-York in the Germanic, be- 
cause they did not believe iin doing what 
Curtin wished to have done. Boyd stated 
that Bernard, when in custody at Glasgow, 
offered to go to London in the service of the 
era and induce his brother to tell everything 

6 knew, and said that he (Bernard) would iden- 
tify all the conspirators. He said there were a 
number of rich men in the dynamite school in 
New-York, and that O’ Donovan Rossa was con- 
nected with one of the schools. The latter state- 
ment, the Inspector said, was made casually. 
Bernard stated that Whitehead was about the 
first of the'conspirators to come to England. He 
knew all the conspirators, having seen them in 
Brooklyn. There were about 30 of them. 
Bernard seemed to be much annoyed and ex- 
cited at the exposure by Inspector Boyd of his 
attempt to turn informer, and several times 
corrected points of detail in the Inspector's 
testimony. 

Another druggist swore that Whitehead 
bought from him 200 pounds of glycerine. He 
said Whitehead also purchased from another 
firm 1,543 pounds of nitric acid and 3,000 
pounds of sulphuric acid, paying for them in 
cash, Whitehead said he wished acids of the 
usual strength. The hearing was then ad- 
journed until Thursday next. 

In the House of Commons this evening, Mr. 
Herrington, member for Westmeath, gave no- 
tice that he would offer a motion to the effect 
that the hanging of Myles Joyce, one of the al- 
leged assassins of the Joyce family, was a judi- 
cial murder. Mr. O’Donnell, member for 
Dungarvan, gave notice that he would move 
that the system pursued in reference to jurors 
in the trials at Dublin was ealculated to bring 
the F ag system into disrepute. The motion 
of Mr. Trevelyan, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
for leave to introduce a bill, making temporary 

rovision for the relief of the destitute poor in 

reland, was carried by a vote of 124to¥. Mr. 

Parnell complained that Mr. Trevelyan’s bill 
was inefficient. The other Irish members also 
opposed it. 

UBLIN, April 26.--Ten of the jurors on tho 
second trial of Timothy Kelly were in favor 
of returning a verdict against the prisoner. 
Kelly will be again placed on trial on Monday 
next. If the jury do not agree on a verdict 
then, he will be tried again. 

Yhe trial of Michael Fagan, charged with 
the murder of Mr. Burke, was resumed to-day. 
Joseph Smith, the informer, swore that Ed- 
ward McCaffrey was in Phenix Park on the 
evening of May 6. James Carey, however, 
denied that he saw McCaffrey there on that 
evening. Counsel for the defense regard the 
conflict between the two statements as im- 
portant. The prosecution have closed their 
case and the case of the defense has been 
opened. They will attempt to prove an alibi. 

Mr. Harrington, member of Parliament, in 
his speech at the meeting of the National 
League here yesterday, charged the police 
with intimidating the people for the 
purpose of preventing them from join- 
ing the League and subscribing to the 
testimonial to Mr. Parnell. He said many 
men had been lyingin prison for weeks and 
some for a year without being brought to trial 
before their friends, the public, and the 
press. They were tried by hole-and-corner 
inguiries, Their friends were unable to 
offer any evidence to extricate them. One 
informer was sufficient for the Govern- 
ment, no matter how many persons 
could prove the innocence of the accused. 
The accused was never brought face to face 
with the informer. He was even daily tempted 
with offers of freedom, money or bribes of 
whisky to induce him to swear away the 
liberties of his fellow-men. [Cries of shame! 
shame!) Mr. Harrington said he could prove 
that such overtures had been made to several 
men in Galway jail by detectives who had 
tried to induce them to swear away the liber- 
ties of men not in custody. It was necessary, 
he said, in conclusion, to resist the efforts 
which are being made to crush Irish liberty 
and public opinion. , 

James Verlon, James Ryan. and Patrick 
Murphy have been arrested in the Crusheen 
District, County Clare, in connection with the 
alleged conspiracy to murder by Invincibles 
in that district, for which a number of other 
men were taken into custody a few dags ago. 

It is understood that Archbishop Croke has 
been summoned to Rome to consult with the 
Pope in regard to the state of Irejand. 

ORK, April 26.—Carmody and Morgan, two 
of the men arrested here on a charge of being 
connected with the dynamite conspiracy, have 
been discharged from custody. All the other 
men arrested here have been sent to Liverpool, 
where they will be tried on that charge,

Wanksaw, April 26.—A fire occurred here 
to-day in a cabinet-maker’s workshop. Six- 
teen of the workmen were unable to effect 
their escape and were burned to death. 

A strike ot factory hands has occurred in 
the City of Zyrardow, in the Government of 
Warsaw.

Hicks Pasha in- 
tends to attack the enemy by water, end 
Soliman Pasha and Major Golbourn are try-

The North German Lloyd’s steamer Habs- 
burg, which left New-York on April 7 for 
Southampton and Bremen, was spoken on the 
17th inst. in latitude 48° longitude 23°, with 
her shaft broken. The report of her arrival 
at Southampton on the 19th inst. was er- 
roneous. There is much anxiety here and in 
Bremen on account of her non-arrival. It is 
stated that she had only three weeks’ provis- 
ions on board. 

The Times says that Lord Dufferin, on his 
return to Constantinople from Egypt, will be 
instructed to remonstrate strongly with the 
Porte in regard to the condition of affairs in 
Armenia. It says many diplomats believe 
that if the condition of that country 1s not 
improved, Russia, after the coronation of the 
Czar, may intervene forcibly to bring about 
an Improvement, 

The Universal Chess Tournament began here 
to-day. ‘The prizes amount in value to $5,000. 
The following distinguished players will com- 
pete: Messrs. Zukertort, Steinitz, Skipworth, 
Noa, Blackburne, Rosenthal, Winawer, Bird, 
Mortimer, Tschigorin, Englisch, Se!lman, 
Mason, and Mackenzie. The last three are 
Americans. This afternoon Zukertort beat 
Tschigerin, and a game between Blackburne 
and Sellman was drawn.

A game between 
Rosenthal and Bird was drawn. 

Lord Carlingford, Lord President of the 
Council and Minister of Agriculture, yester- 
day received a deputation headed by the Duke 
of Richmond, which came to confer with him 
on the subject of the foot and mouth disease 
among cattle. Lord Carlingford, in address- 
ing the deputation, said it practically asked 
for the general prohibition of the landing of 
live stock in England.

THE ENGLISH AFFIRMATION BILL. 

Lonpen, April 26.—In the House of Com- 
mons this evening Mr. Gladstone warmly 
supported — the Affirmation bill. He 
considered that the Bradlaugh contro- 


versy should be brought to a_ close. 
He asked what had the Liberals or 
the Government to gain the struggle. Did the 
Opposition suppose that in every case 
of a_ contested election he did not 
know that the Liberals lost votes and 
the Tories gained them? The Liberals had 
suffered on this account as they had previously 
done on the qurstion of Catholic emanci- 
pation and the admissions of Jews to 
seats in Parliament. Yet he hoped the 
Liberals would not be deterred by tem- 
porary losses from walking in the 
ath of equity and justice. The Right Hon. 
tdward Gibson, Conservative, spoke in oppo- 
sition to the bill. The debate, on motion of 
Lord Randolph Churchill, was adjourned.

A PANIC IN OIL.

SCENES OF WILD EXCITEMENT ON THE 
PITTSBURG MARKET. 

Pittspurc, April 26.—Another cyclone 
struek the oil market to-day in the shape of an un- 
expected “‘gusher,”’ reported at first on good 
authority to be flewing over 4,000 barrels per day. 
The market opened rather firmly this merning, and 
under the influence. of favorable reports from 


the field the bulls took courage and set 
to work with a will to stop the decline which be- 
gan yesterday. The trading was light, but prices 
held up very well until 2:30, when dispatches 
were received stating that the drill had 
been withdrawn in the Porter well in the 
Warren County field, and that it was flowing 
at the rate of 4,000 barrels per day. Subsequent 
reports placed its flow at not more than 1,000 
barrels, but these were received too late to 
avert the panic caused by the first report. 
Brokers who had been bulling the mar- 
ket for months, in the hope of seeuring 
large profits for their customers, became wild, and 
block after blook.of certificates was thrown on the 
market, causing the price to run down to &4in 
less than half an hour. The lambs in the lobby, 
who had been watching the market with 
feverish anxiety, also became wild, and there 
were some pitiful seenes before the downward 
course was checked. One old gentleman, whio had 
been putting up more margin every week for the 
last three months, wus unable to meet 
the new demands of his brokers, and left 
the place ruined. Other persons were in 
no less sad straits. At 8 o’elock the tide seemed to 
turn, and befere the close half a cent was added to 
the selling rate. The situation is regarded as ex- 
ceedingly critical, however, as several other large 
wells are expected te come in during the next few 
days.

THE SPRAGUE MARRIAGE

STATYMENT OF THE VIRGINIA 

CLERGYMAN WHO OFFICIATED. 

THE SEARCHING QUESTIONS PUT TO EX- 
GOV. BPRAGUE BY THE MINISTER AND 
HOW HE ANSWERED THEM. 

Staunton, Va., April 26.—The joint letter 
of Messrs. Hoadly and Brittain, counsel for Mrs. 
Kate Chase Sprague, with the statement made 
publisly by ex-Gov. Sprague, have given fresh inter- 
est to the cireumstances attending the ex-Govern- 
or’s recent marriage in Staunton. A representa- 
tiveof Tur Tres to-day saw the Rev. W. Q. 
Hullihen, the clergyman who performed the cere- 
mony. Mr. Hullihenis the Reetor of the Trinity 
Episcopal Churoh of this eity, and has been so for 
11 years. His congregation is one of the largeat 
and wealthiest in the valley, and during his Rec- 
torship his charge has adyaneed to a front rank 
among the churches of the Diocese of Virginia, the 
list of communicants kaving been nearly doubled, 
and the contributions about trebled. Not only is 
the Rector beloved by his people and universally 
esteemed by the eitizens of the town, but he Is 
recognized as one of the ablest divines in the 
ehurch, and his opinions upon ecclesiastical mat- 
ters stand high among the members of the Vir- 
ginia Council. Your correspondent was’ ushered 
into a cezy, handsomely furnished study, and find- 


ing the Rector at leisure asked him if he had any 
objection to talking anpout the Sprague marriage. 

“ Under the cireumstances,” said the clergyman, 
“T have not, as not only my own character, as an 
obedient servant of the chureh, seems somewhat 
at stake, but the church itself, it may be, has been 
breught into some disrepute. Some of the state- 
ments made are true, and some are not true.” 

“You will observe,’ said the cerrespondont, 
“*that the Governor states that he never told you 
that be had filed the first bill, and that his wife bad 
filed the cross-bill.” 

** I never stated that he did so tell me,” said Mr. 
Hullihen, ** That statement appeared jn the Staun- 
ton Vindicator, and was furnished by Mr. Echols, 
the Commonwealth’s Attorney, as was the whole 
account. I de not consider that point as of any 
particular significance, except as intended to throw 
distrust upon the accuracy of my statements. As 
to my being satisfied by a mere technicality, the 
history of the whole case utterly refutes such a 
supposition.” 

“What did ex-Goy. Sprague say upon the point 
of cross-bills in the divorce suits ?”’ 

“He said to me that Mrs. Sprague and ho had 
each entered a suit for divorce, but that the suits 
had been withdrawn, and an absolute divorce 
granted tohim. Healso spoke of the division of 
the children between them. I then stated that that 
did not come within the requirements of the canon, 
so that I eould officiate. and explained to him 
again the canon providing that the divoree must 
have been on the ground of adultery, and that he 
must be the innocent party, or I could not marry 
him. I had taken the Gevernor eut of the parlor ef 
the hotel toa retired part of the hall. I remem- 
ber well his placing his hand upon his forehead, 
(and he has, by the way, a handsome one,) then re- 
maining for a moment apparently in deep reflec- 
tion. He then said: ‘Since 1 come to think of it, 
the state of the case is this: Mrs. Sprague with- 
drew her charges against rnc, but I never did with- 
draw mine against her, and they are now on record 
in the courts.’ Seeing that I still seemed unsatis- 
fied, he asked if I would have any objec- 
tion to eonferring with the Commonwealth’s Attor- 
ney. Signifying my assent to this, we returned to 
the parler, and there he repeated in substance 
what he had just said tome. Then Mr. Eehols. 
the Attorney, gave it as his opinion that he 
did not see how I could have any further 
hesitation in the matter, or words of like im- 
port. I confess that { felt terribly awkward, 
and only listened with half an ear to whatever fur- 
ther conversation took place between the Governor 
and Mr. Echols, striving to frame in my mind a po- 
lite excuse to consult again Judge Sheffey. I had 
taken Mr. Echols tothe Judge before we went to 
the hote!. I wanted to be thoroughly posted and 
to learn whether my understanding of the canon 
was entirely correct. Fortunately, Judge Sheffey, 
who is one of our best lawyers and a member of 
the Committee om Canons in our General Council, 
Was at home.”’ 

“Did the Governor object to your seeing the 
Judge?’ 

“Oh, no. He readily assented. Mr. Echols and 
I went to the Judge and repeated the conversa- 
tion that wehad had with the Governor. The 
Judge then stated the questions that I should ask, 
and said that ifthe Governor eould answer them 
satisfactorily I ought to marry him, because I was 
bound, he said, to aecept his statements unless [ 
knew them to be false. If my life had depended on 
it I could not have stated upon what grounds a di- 
vorce had been obtained, and at whose instance 
the suit was instituted.” 

**How did the Judge happen to write the ques- 
tions down ?”’ 

He did not write them himself; I wrote them 
at his dictation. They were written beeause I 
asked him if I ought not to have something to 
show, in my defense if any question should here- 
after be raised about the marriage. *‘Won’t you 
write me something, Judge,’ I asked. * No,’ he 
replied, ‘but I will dictate to you what to write.’ 
So the ouestions, with considerable deliberation, 
were dictated by h m, and read and reread several 
times in parts and asa whele. Finally the Judge 
said, with considerable emphasis, ‘If the Govy- 
ernor can answer those questions, marry him.’ 
The questions, which I have kept sealed and in a 
fire-: roof safe, were as follows: 

“Were you divoreed from your wife, Mrs. Kate 
Sprague, in a case involving the imputation of 
adultery against your said wife ? 

* At the time of the divorce was there any impu- 
tation against you on the ground of aduitery? 

“Was the decree based upon the charges of 
adultery against your wife, all charges of adultery 
against yourself being previously withdrawn?” 

Continuing, the Rectorsaid: * On the back of this 
paper you see an indorsement whieh I made that 
same night when I reached home. Itisas follows: 
“ TrisiTty CuouRCH REcTory, STAUNTON, March 8, 1883, 

“Kach one of the within questions was duly pro- 
pounded to ex-Gov. William Sprague, ana was an- 
swered satisfactorily by him, in view of the canonical 
requirements governing the marriage of a divorced 
person. (Dig. Canons.) The questions were also de- 
liberately read by the aforesaid ex-Gov. William 
Sprague, and were again satisfactorily answered by 
him, in view of the aforesaid canon. 

“WALTER Q. HULLIHEN. 

“You see that, after being an hour or two with 
the Jawyers, I naturally fell into using ‘said’ and 
‘aforesaid.’ After he had answered these ques- 
tions I proceeded with the marriage.” 

**Exouse me.” said the reporter, “ but I notice 
that the handwriting of this word ‘said,’ before 
* wife,’ seems to be different from the rest.” 

* Yes; that was written by Mr, Echols. Judge 
Sheffey told mé to put it in when I was writing the 
auestion, but I Cemurred, saying: ‘1 do not think 
it necessary. You only want it in there because 
you lawyers have such a fondness for that 
dear word ‘said;’ but at the final reading 
of it, when I had risen from the table, he 
asked Mr. Echols to take the pen and in- 
sert the word ‘said.’ I think it was at that 
very wore that Gov. Sprague, when reading, besi- 
tated, and I told him whatit was. I[ had first pro- 

yunded the several questions to Gov. Spregue, and 

e answered them satisfactorily. Then he teok 
the paper and read them in a careful and thought- 
ful manner that seemed to indicate the utmost de- 
sire to be perfectly conseientious and truthful in 
his answers.” 

“You did not know Mrs. Calvert was a divorced 
woman then ~”’ 

** No, Sir; Mr. Echols spoke of a beautiful young 
lady, and it never oeeurred to me to ask about 
her civil condition. I hope the time will come 
when the State laws will be such that the State 
officers will be bound to make the necessary in- 
vestigation in oasesof thiskind. We clergymen 
are liable, as it is now, to be placed in a very awk- 
ward dilemma. I know of a ease where one of our 
ministers was called upon to marry a gentleman, 
and refused on account of the canon. The minis- 
ter, from current rumor, had received the impres- 
sion that the man was the guiity party, and stated 
the ground of his refusal. The gentleman, who 
had brought a couple of friends with him, entered 
asuit against the elergyman for libel and gained 
the suit. So you see our clergymen are evvironed 
with difficulties. So far as this case is concerned 
the Bishop of Virginia, after hearing all the faets, 
said to me: ‘You did everything that any man 
could do.’ and I feel perfeetiy easy although 
somewhat annoyed.”

A OLOCK FACTORY ON FIRE. 
--—_-—~—_--—_ 
MANY HUNDRED MEN THROWN OUT OF EM- 
PLOYMENT AT NEW-HAVEN. 
New-Haven, April 26.—One of the build- 
ings of the New-Haven Clock Company, on Hamil- 
ton, St. John, ana Wallace streets, was destroyed 
by fire this morning. The fire started in the base- 
ment, near the cornerof Wallace and St. John 
streets, and was caused by the friction produeed 
by the crossing of two belts arranged so that 
power could be transmitted around a corner 


without the use of cogwheels. Piles of 
veneer were near the belts, and, catching 
fire, the flames spread rapidly through the 
building. Workmen on the floor above 
had time to ‘eseape without their effects. In the 
secone story a number of the bands came to the 
windows and watched the workings of tho Fire 
Department. They were warned to leave the 
building, and’when they turned to obey found that 
their escape had been cut off. Five men made 
their way to the ground by sliding down a water- 
pipe. One of the employes on this floor, Frederick 
Buekley, raised the sash of a window, stood on 
the silla moment, and then jumped. He cleared 
the brick pavement and landed in the street. Both 
of his ankles were broken and it is 
thought he is internally hurt. No one else was in- 
jured. The firemen succeeded in confining the 
fire to the corner building, being aided by the 
brick partitions, extending from cellar to roof, by 
which the structure is divided into compart- 
ments. In the building destroyed less than 100 
hands were employed, but as all the buildings at 
this corner feed the others with material, proba- 
bly 800 men will be thrown our of employment. 
Ex-Gov. James T. English, the Treasurer and the 
prineipal stockholder in the company, says that 
the loss will not exceed $25,000, and may not be 
more than $20,000, The insurance on the property 
burned was placed as follows:

Bremen of Germany, Equitable of Providence, $3,750 
each; Providence-Washington of Providence, British- 
American of Canada, Fireman’s Fund of New-York, 
and People’s of New-York, $2,500 each. 

Seventeen years ago Sunday all the buildings of 
the e!ock-shop were burned tothe gronnd, causing 
# loss of $100,000. The buildings then were not 
one-quarter the size of the existing structures. 
Had the fire to-day spread to the other 
buildings the loss would have been very heavy. 
Fire Marshal Kennedy, who handled the fire, Chief 
Engineer Hendrick being sick, thinks the loss will 
exceed Goy. Engiish’s estimate, and that it may 
reach $40,000. All the workmen in the shops will 
be thrown out of employment for probably a 
month, as the building burned contained the raw 
material used in the manufacture of clocks. The 
company will lose little or nothing, being fully in- 
sured, but the blow is asevere oneto the werk- 
men and the low section of the eity. The L. Can- 
dee Rubber Company’s factory, in the same sec- 
tion, has not beer in operation for several months, 
threwing temporarily out of work a large force of 
operatives. Other large concerns in the eity have 
largely redueed the number of their hands since the 
first of the year. Before to-day, incipient fires, 
easily controlled, have many times been caused 
by the friction of the crossing belts. A belt bas 
generally lasted a month before wearing out or 
burning up. This morning the man in charge no- 
ticed that one of the belts was getting thin and left 
the building to secure another. While he was 
gone the boy he left in his place discovered tne 
smoke and ran out to find some one to come in and 
see what was the matter. By the time he found 
any one the fire was under good headway.

have accordingly returned to work.

They demand an advance of 
16 eeut per bushel. The strikers number from 1,200 
to 1,500 men. 

PirrsspurG, Penn., April 26.—A delegation 
of 30 coai-miners left here to-day for the purpose 
of visiting all the pits where the men are working 
at the reduction, and endeavoring to get them to 
come out and join the strike, which will begin 
next Tuesday. The minere are confident of ac- 
complishing their mission, but the operators as- 
sert with equal assurance that they will net be 
successful. 

The iron manufacturers have reconsidered their 
determination not to meet the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation conference committee again for the purpose 
of discussing the rates of wages to be paidin the 
raills of the West after June 1, and this afternoon 
caused word to be sent to the Amalgamated As- 
sociation head-quarters that they would be ready 
to meet the workmen next Thursday afternoon. 
The object of this conference, it is understood, is 
for the purpose of enabling each side to announcs3 
its ultimatum. What these will be cannot be 
definitely ascertained, but manufacturers still in- 
sist that there must be a substantial reduction in 
wages, and workmen assert just as positively that 
there is no-reason why present rates should not 
rule another year. The general opinion is thata 
strike cannot be avoided. If it comes, the official 
paper of the Amalgamated Association claims, the 
workmen will pose in a better light than last year. 
as they will be resisting a reduction instead of 
striking for an advance. Manufacturers claim 
that a stoppage of two or three months this Sum- 
mer will be a benefit rather than an injury to their 
interests.

IRISH FACTIONS UNITING 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONVEN- 
TION OUT AND DRIED. 

THE DYNAMITE PARTY THRUST INTO THE 
BACKGROUND—A COMBINED ORGANIZA- 
TION EXPECTED TO BZ FORMED TO-Day, 

PHILADELPHIA, April 26.—It was made ap- 
parent at an early hour to-day that the proceed- 
ings of the Irish-American national convention 
were tebe of a cut-and dried character if it was 
possible to make them so. All the representative 
men were talking peace and patriotism and care- 
fally avoiding even the mention of dynamite. 

It required no great power of insight ta 

observe that the policy to «be pursued 

had been carefully marked out, and that 
the intention was to avoid controversies of 
all kinds by dedging, or rather by showing sa 
much strength on the part of those favoring Mr. 
Parnell and his methods as to discourage the ex- 
tremists, or dynamite men, from obtruding them- 
selves or their schemes on the floor of the conven- 
tion. An early opportunity was made for showing 
this overpowering majority in favor of the policy 
of the National League, and the manner in which 
it was shown left no doubt as to the meaning of 


the move, Despite the lateness of last night’s 
session, which encroached about two hours upon 
the morning. the delegates were up betimes to- 
day. They gatbered in groups in their ae 
hetels and on the streets, and earnestly d 
the pessible topics that might come before the 
—. . 

there was anything that all were agreed u 
at least in talking about the matter, it was Phat 
the time had gone by to do anything foolish. Oné 
minute's talk with even the most rabid adherents 
of the dynamite policy was sufficient to convince 
any one that there was no likelihood of any resolu« 
tions favoring that pene being given even a hear- 
ing on the floor of the convention. Broad-street 
in the nelghborhood of Horticultural Hall, whers 
the convention was held, was thronged at an 
early hour in the morning, and delegates began to 
crowd into the building long before the time an- 
nounced for beginning the session. The hall was 
draped with Irish and American flags ana ever- 
greens, just as on the previous day. with the ex- 
ception that leaning against the wall at the baek of 
the stage was a beautiful green flag with a painted 
medallion on it reprezenting Erin helding a 
harp. The flag was from the Clan-na-Gael, 
and it bore an inseription that it was in 
commemoration of the holding of the convention. 
One peculiarity abeut it was commented on grate- 
fully by many, and tnis was that the sash and bow 
at the head of the flag-poje was of ribbous in which 
the orange and green were minglec. It tooka 
long time for the convention to become organized 
and get ready for business. ©’ Donovan Rossa and 
a number of his adherents were early on the 
ground and deeidedly active. In fact, before the 
opening of the convention they triea hard, ap- 
parently, to make up by activity what they lacked 
in bumbera. 

O'Donovan himeelf, clad in a light overcoat of 
sufficient pronounced type to make him a notice- 
able object at the distance of half « mile or so, 
was particularly effusive, and went around shak- 
ing hands warmly, and greeting many of his friends 
and acquaintances. To THr;Tiomes’s eorrespondent, 
who asked himin the morning whom or what he 
represented, Mr. O'Donovan said he was there for 
“the Revolutionary Council of the skirmishing 
work.” The roll of delegates made up in the 
afternoon showed, however, that he abandoned 
that intention, as he appeared as the accredited 
delegate of the Order of United Irishmen, 
The Emerald Club was represented by H. Davis, 
Sr., who also represented the Irish Benevolen{ 
Association. There were all told 1,138 delegates of 
all kinds present. This number included those 
who took part in the convention of yesterday. 
Besides the various branches of the Land 
there were present representatives of all the 
tean forms of the extensive Clan-na 
of the St. Patrick’s Alliance, Ancient Order of Hi- 
berpvians, Fenian Brotherhood, father Mathew As- 
sociations, Irish Republican Brotherheod, literary, 
social, and benovolent clubs, and societies of all 
kinds. Among these organizations was the O’Com 
nell Moral Force Association, whose delegate was 
Capt. P. Kilroy. Twenty-four States and the Do- 
minion of Canada seat delegates.

O'Callaban, and Edward L. Carey. The proceed- 
ings of the convention were carried on with much 
less friction than is customary in ordinary deliber- 
ative assemblages, and one reason for this state of 
affairs lies in the precautions that were taken with 
this end in view. In the organization nothing was 
left to chance. The selection of the officers of the 
convention and their fitness for the work intrusted 
to them were not the least of the presau- 
tions, and formed a decided feature of 
the proceedings. The only cirommstance in 
which the prearranged programme wags 
not carried out is said to have been with regard to 
O’Donovan Rossa and some of his adherents. It 
was intended that they should not be admitted 
even to the floor of the convention, but they ob- 
tained tickets of admission, and having zone on the 
floor it was deemed wisest not to force them ou 
The precautions that were taken, even with re; 
to the minutest matters. bore good fruit in the 
workings of the convention. There were 
no long discussions or disquisitions in om 
posiiion to what was the will of the 
majority, and alihough much time was 
cousumed to apparently very little purpose, it was 
not wasted by any manner of means. The delaya 
seryed to enable those in charge of the convention 
to mature their plans and avoid mishaps. A seriot 
of rules were adopted before even the temporary 
organization was effected that prevented the in 
troduction of matters extraneous to the immediat¢ 
purpose, and served as a gag against any machina 
tions of the dynamite faction, as well as prevent 
ing unduly prolonged and purposeless discussions, 

One portion of the rules was found particularly 
serviceable toward the close of the evening's ses- 
sion, and in a way that few suspected. It showed, 
however, something of the ingenuity that had 
been displayed in getting up and managin 
the convention. Mr. Miles M. O’Brien, o 
New-York City, whose sympathies are in- 
clined toward the dynamite faction, although 
he is not an avowed advocate of that 
method of procedure, tried to make a test case out 
of a communication received from Mr. Charlies 
Stewart Parnell wherein the iatter adyises that 
nothing should be done by his friends which will 
tend to give Great Britain a pretext for 
refusing reform. Mr, O’Brien moved for thé 
adoption of a resolution prepared br him whieh 
calls upon the convention to indorse the views thas 
expressed by Mr. Parnell. It was intended as a 
kind of bombshell. but it turned out as flat a fizzle 
as could be wished by his opponents. The resolu- 
tion was promptiy and without discussion sent to 
the Committee on Resolutions, in whose custody it 
will probably lie uatil the end of time, uniess the 
managers of the convention see that they 
can accompiish their purposes better by 
bringing it forward. In the appearance of 
its members nbd less than in their conduct 
was the convertion notable. The greater number 
of those present were under 40 years of age and ef 
respectable demeanor. ‘Their behavior was, as 9 
rule, admirable. They were quick and keen 0 
perception, rarely missed a point, and never did sa 
if it was the point of a joke. In faet, they were, i 

anything. a littie too suseeptible to the influence o 
humer. Of this circumstance the temporary Chair 
man, Father Dorney, of Chicago, oecasionally took 
advantage. Father Dorney was placed in thé 
echsir “irtually at the beginning of the ses 
sion, and he continued in the position 
until after 7 P. M. In the interval he was often thé 
convention in himself, and directed matters pretty 
much as hoe pleased. His method was an exceed- 
ingly ingenious ene, and it was tounded or carried 
on mainly through the remarkable fund «f good- 
humor and ready wit Fears by him. He never 
got angry, always bad aready and good-natured 
retort, and carried joking to what would have been 
a dangerous extreme in most other assembl: 

On one oecasion a dynamite advocate, ‘who 
was not satisied with the proposition 
to have the delegates frame, tne plan of 
the new permanent organization appointed one 
from each Stste moved tohave each organization 
name a wan on the committee. Upon this one of 
the Land Leacuers began by saying be wished te 
call the attention of the Chair to its impractica- 
bility. 

“You needn't do that.” quickly responded the 
Chairman, and the Lana Leaguer was nonplussed, 
and the motica to amend was summarily squashed, 

When one delegate from Niineis wished to know 
whether his delegation should be classed with the 
North-west. or Middle States, he was met with the 
respouse. most droily made, that the Chair did not 
know e@ncxch about geography to s

the matter, and the grievance was forgotten 
fo'the laugh whieh followed. On another occasion 
he stopped a speaker, who seemed to know every- 
thing and was acting on the supposition that he 
(the Chairman) did, with the statement that 
other gentlemen were not as wise, and 
explanations followed. The Chairman would plead 
for things to be done as personal favors, and he 
did it in such a way that the convention could 
not well refuse him. He gaveasly slap at the 
ynamite people in a chance remark about the 
ammabie material iying near the platform, and 
po one could take offense. His speech on leaving 
the chair was a capital one, and was received 
with .imost incessant laughter. It might 
not under ordinary circumstances be worth 
calling attention to these apparent trifies, 
but in the present instance they 
were wonderfully effective and they did much to 
prevent quarreling and enable the plans of the 
managers to be carried out, His tact, good 
humor, and knowledge of human nature, and 
especially the Irish wxature, had much to 
do. with making the session successful. 
The bulk of the wrangling done at the convention 
was done at the meetings of committees of delib- 
ration, aad it eeased as soon as a vote was bad. 
t was expected that the committee on credentials 
qrould have a bigquarrei on hand in dealing with the 
dynamite faetion, but they tided over the matter 
without apparent bother. The permanent chair- 
man also acquitted himself well. His speech on 
taking the chair was well received, and applause 
folowed every one of the numerous references 
made by him to show how many of American 
triumphs eed due to the co-operation of Irish 
hearts and hands. 
The sentiment of the convention as far as shown 
its collective and individual acts was over- 
whelmingly against the adoption of dynamite or 
othersuch measures belonging to the gospel of force. 
How much sincerity there was about the demon- 
strations itis hard to say. Every reference to 
Parnell or Mrs. Parnell provoked the wildest en- 
thusiasm. Dr. Wallace and other Land Leaguers 
were cheered, while O’Donovan Rossa received no 
etich notice. The Rossa party, however, ure by 
no means subdued, and some to whom THE 
Tines’s correspondent spoke this evening said they 
would determine what to do when they see the 
resolutions which aré to be submitted to the eon-* 
vention to-morrew morning. The introduc- 
tion of these resolutions is, in fact, the only 
opportunity that mow remains, as far as 
ean be judged beforehand, in which there 
is a chance fora “shindy.” As the professed anti- 
dynamite delegates are so overwhelmingly in the 
majority, they can, if so dis d, easily spike tho 
guns of their opponents. It is not believed that Ros- 
ga could get 50 votes tosustain him in any measure, 
judging from the vote of te-day. The outcome of 
the work of the convention thus far may be 
summed up briefly in the statements that the 
dynamite faction has been so far thrust away into 
the background, and that a permanent 
combined organization of the various Irish 
societies in the country has been all but 
‘effected. A fight over the resolutions 
seems to afford the only possibility for a failure of 
the scheme. The convention will resume its ses- 
sion to-morrow morning, and wil! probably end 
at nicht. Two documents, exactly oppo- 
site in character, were distributed among 
the members of the convention to-day. 
One was a 23-pare vamphiet, by Prof. 
Mezzeroff counseling the use of dynamite, and the 
other a tract or resolution, submitted for adoption 
by the Universal Peace Union, recommending the 
ration of a statement to be submitted to the 
tish Government, with a petition for the ap- 
pointment of an impartial tribunal of statesmen, 
whose decision as to what is best for Ireland should 
be given a fair trial. 


THE PROCEEDINGS, 


Mayor Powderly, of Scranton, was the first to 
in the ear of the convention. Just about noon 
EF espesred in front of the platform and rapped 
jpn the desk to command order. He then read the 
names of a score or more of peracns for whom 
dispatches had been received. While thus engaged 
Mrs. Parnell, the mother of Mr. Charles Stewart 
Parnell, entered the hall, accompanied by Mr. 
Patrick Egan. As they passed up tne side of the 
ball they were, of course, recognized and greeted 
with vigorous hand-clavping. When they appeared 
apon the platform the whole assemblage indulged 
ina hearty burst of enthusiasm. Men arose and 
theered and waved their hats in the air.and shouted 
alond. In recognition of the greeting Mrs. Par- 
nell at first bowed, then Mr. Alexander Sullivan, 
ef Chicago, formally introduced her tothe con- 
rention as a greater mother than the mother of 
the Gracebi, a patriot heraelf andthe mother of 
‘ote. This introduction was the signal for 
more cheering and applause, which was prolonged 
vigorous. 
— about 12:80 o’cloek Mr. Sullivan called the 
convention to order. Mr. Suilivan is a stichtly 
built but wiry-looking young man with black hair, 
a thin ciean-sbaved face. and quite expressive fea- 
tures. He spoke with deliberation and earnestly, 
and was frequently interrupted by applause. Even 
the sentiment that the assemblage should invoke 
the blessing of God on the undertaking was vigor- 
ously applanded. He said the assembiage held the 
curious and anomalous position of being the only 
fair ana free Irish Parliament which coujd be con- 
ened under the present circumstances. They had 
pome together, he said, neither to dictate to their 
brethren in Ireland in anything, nor to apologize 
to their common enemy for anything. Their 
purpose was to organize and concentrate ail 
the forces of the race so as to make them potential 
fn their national etruggie. In concluding the 
speaker said: “* In the spirit in which Robert Em- 
mett died {cheers} we live in his words; we are 
determined on delivering our native eountry from 
the yoke of aforeign and unrelenting tyranny. 
That we may have upon our deliberations the ap- 
of Almighty God and of all just men who 
jove liberty we must show in this, the Parliament 
pf our race, assembled in the City of Brotnerly 
Love, that every party is less than the cause, 
that every individual is esteemed below our 2oun- 
try, and that every Irishman is a brother.” [Pro- 
longed cheering. | 

At the conclusion of Mr. Sullivan’s remarks the 
eall for the convention was read. It is signed by 
Patrick Evan, for the National League of Ireland; 
py James Mooney, the President of the Irish-amer- 
jean Land League, and by Michael Boland, the 
Chairman of the Committee of Seven. The Rev. 
Dr. Betts, of £t. Louis, read the cail in ringing 
tones, and was loudly applauded while doing so. 
According to it, the principal reasons for holding 
the convention are to express sympathy with the 
suffering people of the race who, brought ta pover- 
ty by iniquitous laws and bad harvests, are 
reduced to the alternative of the work-house or 
forced exiles to foreign lands: to give voice to the 
norrer which freemen feel at behoidinga nation 
fespoiied of liberty and having the fountains of 
ustice perverted, so that innocent lives are sacri- 
ced onthe paid and perjured testimony of con- 
fessed villains, and. finally, to declare in Phil- 
adeiphia, where Irisimen helped lay the founda- 
tions of American liverty, that Irishmen 
will not cease their efforts to recover 
the God-given and inalienable right of national in- 
dependence. ‘To this statement of the purposes of 
the assemblage was added another, to the effect 
that the present means whereby these objects were 
to be accomplished lay in the blending of the Irish 
organizations here in the new organization, at the 
head of which is Charles Stewart Parnell. The 
basis of representation in the convention was de- 
clared to be that of one delegate for each socicty 
with a membership of 50 and less than 100, and two 
flelegates for each society having a membership 
greater than 100. All kinds of Irish soeieties com- 

rising patriotic, temperance, mutual benefit, and 
iiterary associations were inciaded in the list of 
those entitled to take part in the movement. 

The choice of a temporary Chairman was the 
pext matter on the programme. ‘The first put in 
nomination was the Rey. Morris J. Dorney, of 
Chicago, whose name was received with cheers. 
A notable circumstance, whose significance the 
audience appreciated, was brought out just at this 
time. The y. Mr. Dorney is a Catholic priest, 
andthe man most earnest in pressing his claims 
was the Rev, Dr. Betts, a Protestant clergyman, who 
ailuded incidentally to this fact, and said they were 
brothers in all that could make men brothers—a 
sentiment that was loudly applauded. It was just 
it this point in the proceedings that a restive 
spirit began to show itself, and anintentien to 
itruegie against the programme that had evidently 
been carefully mapped out by the leaders. A dele- 

ate pamed Jordan arose and said, excitedly, that 
here shouid be no dictation, and that everybody 
should have the right to make nominations. The 
Chairman, seeing the drift of the remark, which 
met with some mild approbation, hastened to deny 
that there was any attempt at dictation or coer- 
cles. Congressman Finnerty, of Chicago, was then 
put in nomination for temporary Chairman, but he 
declined the honor, and Father Dorney was unani- 
mously chosen amid cheers. The Rev. Drs. Betts 
and Conaty and Mr. James Mooney eseorted him 
tothe chair, 

RULES OF THE CONVENTION, 


Father Dorney, who is a tall, stout, black-haired 
young man with rosy cheeks and a pleasant face and 
mavner, made a brief address, beginning in a 
deprecatory way by saying there were many there 
who were abler than he. and who would fill the 
position better—men who had been longer in the 
cause and had suffered more than he. The posi- 
tion they were in, be said, was perilous, not be- 
cause of any radical difference that existed as to 
the work, but simply e difference in the matter of 
form. It was the daty of the convention to so 
place that ferm that each person might see it 
tight, and see,no matter from which side he ob- 
served it,the motto: “Liberty for Our United 
Couatry.” in continuing, Vather Dorney 
staid their canse was being assisted by 
newepapers that had not always been friendly 
to them, and he thanked the newspapers for the 
work they were doing. No discussion was before 
the convention as tathe object of their meeting. 
They needed a place in the estimation of the werld 
that had been denied them. There should be a 
free discussion and also kind consideration for 
those who differed as to means. Whatthey should 
bave was a kind, brotherly feeting toward one an- 
other, no matter if they differec as to details. The 
individuals must be lost sight of in the business they 
had come to further. He honed that there would 
be as little diseussien as porsivie until a permanent 
organization had been effected. 

Throughout the speech Father Dorney was fre- 
Quently applauded. At its conclusion came a 
reries of acts which were an index to the sense of 
the convention. The Rey. Dr. Charles O'Reilly, of 
Detroit, presente4 a series of rules and moved for 
their adoption, at the same time calling the pre- 
vious question for the purpose of cutting off any 
debate that might otherwise have been had. The 
rules were forthe government of the convention, 
and declared that no delegate should speak 
more than twice on any subject under any circum- 
stances or more than onee until after every other 

person wishing to say something had had the 
ppportunity of doing eo; that no one was to speak 
more than five minutes on asubject except by 
Dnanimous consent: that all resolutions should be 
sent to the Secretary and be committed to the 
tare of the Committee on Resolutions before be- 
ing acted onin the convention; that no one exeept- 
ing delegates shou!d be allowed on the floor; that 
ho subject should be presented unless it was in- 
eluded in the call; and that the voto of a delege- 
tion should pe declared by the head of that dele 
gation.

on, 

Mr. Power, a gentleman. with a loud voice, who 
ocoupied a front seat, said the Chair had not the 
right to pass such resolutions. Another man arose 
and said the resolutions could not be adopted un- 
til the convention had organized and had de- 
cided who were really the delegates to 
the conrention. Then a number of per- 
cons in different parts of the hall began to 
talk at one and the same time and at thetop of 
their yoiees. The Chairman kept rapping with his 
gavel, but this only added to the din without check- 
ing those who were engaged in trying to out-talk 
one another. Loud calls of ** Question’ were made, 
and there was an energetic chorus of cheers, howls, 
and hisses, mingled with protests as to points of 
order, while the Chairman stood perplexed and 
awaiting an opportunity to edge in a word. 

As soon as silence had been in a measure re- 
stored Mr. Finnerty renewed his objection, but he 
was informed that there was before the eonven- 
tion a motion to lay the subject on the table, and 
that, therefore, the topie was not debatable. 
Father O'Reilly, in trying to explain, was also sum- 
marily checked by the chair. Finally, the motion 
to lay on the table was put. Those in favor were 
asked tostand up and be counted. They did so, 
and showed their weakness. Not 40 all told were 
of the nnmber. hey were regarded as being 
about the number of those who might 
be expected to aid the dynamite crowd. 
When the nays were calied for nearly a 
thousand men arose, and the motion was declared 
lost amid cheers. Tne rules were then adopted. 
There was a little quibbling indulged in then as 
to the tiekets of the delegates, and as to the Seere- 
taries. When it came to selecting the latter it 
seemed as if every one had a different candidate, 
and there might have been much time wasted on 
this unimportant matter had not the Chairman 
suggested good naturedly that they did not need 
the whole convention for Seeretaries. Tne ab- 
surdity of the proceeding being made apparent the 
matter was dropped after four Secretaries had 
been chosen. On motion of Mr. Blake, of New- 
York, a Committee on Credentials was chosen, con- 
sisting of one member from each State and Terri- 
tory, and the selections were made by the repre- 
a ntatives of such States and Territories respec- 
tively, and a short recess was indulged in to enable 
the selection to be made. 

During the recess the names were read out of 
such persons as had letters or dispatehes awaiting 
them at the Chairman's desk. When Mr. Miles 
O’Brien, of New-York, was called for and came 
forward to receive a letter some one intimated 
that it was an eviction. The Chairman, however, 
hinted that it was probably a eertificate of beauty. 
and thereupon Mr. O'Brien, who is a_ genial, 
clever-looking man, blushed a little and looked 
confused, while the audieace rewarded him witha 
round of good-humoredapplause.

THE AFTERNOON SESSION, 


Although the convention adjourned only until 
4:30 P. M. it was more than an hour after that time 
before it resumed its labors. The delay was 
owing to the amount of work which the 
Committee on Credentials was called upon 
to perform. In the meantime fhe delegates 
who had assembled in the hall _ killed 
time by promiscuous discussion among themselves, 
and kept up a whispered hum of conversation. The 
Committee on Credentials reported, through Mr. 
Fitch, of Arizona, that it had been decided 
to admit to the couvontion the dele- 
gates to the Land League Convention of 
yesterday and 708 new delegates. They had bad, 
they asserted, no contest in any form they could 
notice. The report was accepted. Then followed 
a desultory talk, in the course of which Mr. Gal- 
legher, of New-York, arose to read an 
extract from a Philadelphia newspaper which 
he said misrepresented the convertion. The mat- 
ter was ruled out, however, as irrelevant. Ther 
the convention agreed to honor the memory of 
Miss Fanny Parnell by viacing a fioral tribute 
on her xrave. The convention next pro- 
ceeded to grapple with to subject of get- 
ting up a ~permanent' organization and 
after a little discussion the Committee on Creden- 
tials was made the Committee op Permanent Cr- 
ganization. On motion of Mr. Sullivan. a com- 
mittee was appointed, consisting of cn» mem- 
ber from each State and Territory to frame the 
rules and platform of the new organization, which 
is to take the place of the Land League. The 
committee was also empowered to draw up the 
resolutions of the convention which are to be 
submitted to-day. It took quite a long time 
to select the members of the committee, and in 
some cases a little heated discussion attended the 
selection. The report finally presented provided 
for the following as permanent officers:

The names of Mr. Foran, Patrick Egan, and John 
H. Parnell, were greeted with applause. After the 
reading of the names Fathers Slattery and Galjia- 
gher,of Australia,and Mrs. Delia Parnell were added 
to the list of Vice-Presidents. After Mr. Foran 
bad been conducted to the platform, where 
his appearance was the signal for repeated cheers, 
Father Dorney made his farewell address in 
taking leave of the chair. He said he knew it was 
the custom when celebrities die to take a look 
at the corpse and he _ showed himself 
so that they might look at him as 
a defunct chairman, He would preach his own 
funeral sermon in the matter, he said, 
in order to prevent his successor from 
doing it, and the funeral sermon should be 
not only for that time but for all time in similar 
cases. He expressed the hope that he had not 
made it unpleasant for any delegate, but that 
after all it was a question as to whether he had or 
had not done his duty. If he had done his duty it was 
all right, no matter whom he had offenced. Inthe

The following telegram from Charles Stewart 
Parnell was read: 
Lonvon, ‘April 26, 


To James Mooney, Esq., President of the Irish-Amer- 
tcan Convention, bntiadelphia: 4 
My presence at the opening of the most representa- 
tive convention of rish-American opinion 
ever assembled being impossible, owing to 
the nec ssity of my remaining here- 
to oppose the Criminal Code bill which re-enacts per 
manently the worst provisions of coercion, and, if 
passed, will leave the constitutiona) movements at the 
mercy of the Government, i would ask you to lay my 
views before the convention. I would reapectiuily 
advise that your platform should be so framed 
as to enable us to continue to accept hein from 
America, and at the same time avoid affording 
a pretext to the British Government for entire 
suppressing tle national movement in Ireiand. 
in this way only can unity of movement be pre- 
served, both in Ireland and America. I have 
perfect confidence that by prudence, moderation, 
and firmness the cause of Ireland will continue to 
advance, and though persecution rests heavily 
upon us at present, before many years have passed we 
shali have achieved those great ovwjects for which 
through many centuries our race has strugg)ed.

PUSHING THE SURROGATE’S BILL—CONSALUS 
MADE A CAT’S PAW—SUPPLY BILL ITEMS 
ATTACKED-—-A BOLD GAGGING MOVE. 

ALRANY, April 26.—The Haggerty bill in- 
creasing to three the number of Surrogates for

New-York unexpectedly made its appearance in | 


the House thia morning. This is the bill in which 
ex-Surrogate Calvin is deeply interested, a'though 
he has endeavored to create an altogether differ- 
ent impression upon this point. The scheme em- 
bodied in it is to authorize the election of two Sur- 
rogates this Fall, one of whom Mr. Calvin fondly 
hopes to be. The bill was on the list to be referred 
tothe grinding committee, a reference to which 
Mr. Howe objected. Major. Haggerty then moved 
to make it a special order for to-morrow, and im- 
mediately began to drum up votes. This required 
a two-third vote, and had the Republicans heid to- 
gether, as Messrs. Howe and Roosevelt urged, it 
would have been defeated. It was carried bya 
vote of two to one, andto Major Farrar largeiy be- 
longs the credit of the performance, for he de- 
clined to record himself in the negative, even after 
the details of the scheme were unfolded to 


him. No‘\other than an affirmative vote could 
have been expected from Mr. Taylor, of Kinga, 
whose aftiliations and sympathies and votes have 
been largely Democratic all the Winter. As for 
Mesers. Briggs and Ernst, the other two Repub- 
licans who voted in the affirmative, inexperience 
and ignorance of what is actually going on under 
their very noses is their only excuse. Itis claimed 
by good lawyers that the bill is unconstitutional, 
inasmuch as Surrogate’s courts are governed by 
Article VI., section 27, which says that ‘for the 
relief of Surrogate’s courts the Legislature may 
confer upon courts of record in any county having 
a population exceeding 400,000 the powers aud juris- 
diction of Surrogates, with authority to try issues 
of fact by jury in probate causes.” 

A contemptible trick played upon the House 
through the connivance of the Speaker and the 
lending Democrats was laid bare during the morn- 
ing session, and for haif an hour there was a heat- 
ed debate, in which some very pointed language 
was used. The first committee’s report listened 
to was from Mr. Poucher'’s Judiciary Committee 
of a bill relating to the printing of the Court of 
Appeals reports. Its object is to take 
away from the Secretary of the State, 
the Controller, and the State Reporter the 
privilege of providing for this printing and 
give it to the Court of Appeals and such officer or 
me.ober ss may be designated by the court. The 
developments made upon the floor fully confirmed 
the rumor that the scheme was to trans‘er this pet- 
ty bit of patronage from Republican to Demorratic 
printers—presumably the owners of the organ run 
by the partyin this city. Haskell, the speaker's 
clerk, was the monkey in the job, and 
Consalus, of Saratoga, was the cat's paw. 
Some time had elapsed after the Judiciary Com- 
mittee had reported when Congalus arose and 
moved that the bill be erdered toa third reading. 
Coming from a country member who has made 
himself neither conspicuous nor objectionable on 
the floor, no objection was made to this course. 
Everybody supposed that it was one of that class 
of harmiess measures denominated “purely 
local.” When Messrs. Hunt and Kowe, who 
had dissented from the report in committee, dis- 
covered the trick there was an immedizte 
uproar, and the Republicans crowded around the 
unfortunate Consalus and demanded to know 
what he meant by progressing Democratic jobs. 
That gentieman explained that Haskell had asked 
him as a Republican and as a personal favor to 
progress the bil!, assuring him that there was no 
objection to it whatever. What had rendered the 
deception more complete was the fact that the 
member from Saratoga bad not made any more 
specifie reference to the bill in his motion thar 
“the first bill which was reported.”’ This of itself 
was an informality which the Speaker does not or- 
dinarily countenance. bat he permitted it on this 
occasion is received by the majority of the mem- 
bers as proof that he was acquainted with the pur- 
poses of the tricksters. To cleer his skirts Con- 
salus rose to a question of privilege and explained 
the circumstances under which he came to make 
the motion. 

Mr. O'Neil, the parliamentarian of the minority. 
led the attempt to relegate the bill to its original 
position on the calendar. The leader of the Demo- 
cerats came forward and sounded the party gong 
by declaring that this thing was wanted, and that 
it would ke useless to attempt to correct any mis- 
take. Mr. Roosevelt characterized the action of 
the Clerk asthut of a blackguard and trickster. 
The Democrats rallied in defense of the trick and 
again placed themselves on recordin the matter of 
patronage grabbing. ‘ 

Gen. Spinola vainly endeavored to arouse the 
House to that piteh of patriotism necessary to 
override the Governor’s veto of a bill giving a pen- 
sion to ceriain surviving volunteers in the Mex- 
iean war. Messrs. Heuse. Van Allen, and De Witt 
supported him, while the ex-Bosom Friend and 
Farmer Brooks indorsed the Governor's course. 
Mr. Van Allen pointedly called attention 
to the inconsistency of the farmer from Richmond. 
The latter had argued that justice to the tax-pay- 
ers of the State would not permit him to indorse a 
pension bill of this nature. For distribution among 
the Kings of Timbuctoo and the Sandwich Islands 
‘and other foreign potentates and powers, copies 
of the Public Service, a cumbersome work, 
containing in its gallery of photographs 
the faces of many legislative rogues, Farmer 
Brooks had voted an appropriation of $9,000. Mr. 
Van Allen was curious to know how the farmer 
coula reconcile his views on two such subjects. 
The thrust was greatly enioyed by the members, 
Benedict's face, in particular, lighting up with a 
broad smile. Eighty-six votes were required to 
override the veto, of which number Spinola could 
only record 65. Forty-five votes were recorded 
against him. 

The report of the conference committee on the 
disputed item in the Supply bill came up for con- 
firmation at the evening session. Mr. Benedict, 
who evineed such a strong deaire to discuss it, 
was absent. Mr. Roosevelt attaeked the item of 
$2,000 for the expenses of Grady’s committee, 
which did not investigate the Public Works Depart- 
ment of New-York, sayimg there wasa strong suspi- 
cion that the committee had not acted bonestiy. The 
item of $9,000 for the purchase of the bulky copies 
of the public service to be sent abroad, and an 
item of $1,200 for repairs to the Senate Library 
(the game work was done apon the Assembly 
Library for one-quarter of that amount) 
also came in for a _ share of _ eriti- 
cism. Mr. Hunt objected to the item 
of $2,300 for expenses incurred by Judge West- 
brook in securing a whitewashing report, and 
askea whether there was no way.in which the 
Catholic Protectory appropriation could be reached 
for .the purpose of having it stricken 
out. Farmer Brooks, who was anxious 
to have the report ‘confirmed as to 
every single item, replied that unfortunately 
there was not. His only exouse for the presence 
of the Westbrook item was that it was not pre- 
sented im season for the last Legislature 
to act upon. He attempted ai defense 
of the public service item. Grady’s expen- 
ves, he said, would not be paid by the 
Controller unless it was determined that they were 
honest. It was the uniform custom for one house 
to acquiesce in the payment of expenses author- 
ized by the other, and he saw no reason for any 
departure from it in this instance. 

The report was confirmed by &6 to 13, the exact 
vote required to passa billof this nature. Great 
exertiou was necessary to secure it, as the House 
was not a full one. The 13 who voted in 
the negative did so because of their un- 
willingness to legalize a measure containing 
the objectionable items referre’ to by Messrs. 
Hunt and Roosevelt. Major Farrar undertook to 
leetare bis Republiean avsociates for this and went 
so far as to use the term obstructionist. The house 
hasa vivid recollection of the circumstances at- 
tending the insertion of the Catholic Protectory 
item, and knows that put for the eowardice 
of a majority of the Repubiican minority and the 
adoption of just sueh views as those of Major Far- 
rar the item could have been defeated. Mr. Roose- 
velt, in explaining his vote, criticised this 
lamentable lack of courage, as he termed it, 
and detended the right of members to vyote 
against the Supply bill orauy other measure con- 
taining unconstitutional features. Messrs. Hunt 
and Howe also spuke against a confirmation of the 
report because of the objectionabije items in the 
bill. Gen. Spinola veted for it under protest, be- 
cause in his opinion a large enough sum for the ex- 
penses incurred by Thales S. Bliss in defending the 
seat to which he is not entitled had not been ap- 
propriated. 

An extraordinary move for the purpose of cut- 
ting off all debate during the last week was made 
by the leader of the Democrats and some of his 
henchmen. Itisstilla disputed question whether 
it was in the interestof the lobby that thickly 
crowds the Capitol corridors during these closing 
hours of the session. Gag Law ‘Thompson, of Jef- 
ferson, took the initiative by giving notice that 
he would move to suspend the rule allowing 
members two minutes in which to explain 
their votes upen the final passage of a mexsure. 
There was a general murmur of disapproval, for 
this is about the sole privilege now Jeft the minor- 
ity, to such an extent is the gag Jaw applied and 
arbitrary rulings rendered for preventing the ex- 
posure and criticism ef jobs, political and other- 
wise, in which leading Democrats are interested. 
‘Thompson's more was followed by a motion from 
the leader of the Democrats, Col. Murphy, limiting 
all speeches to exactly two minutes, and prohibit- 
ing members from speaking twice on the same 
question, 

Mr. O'Neil immediately moved to make it five 
minutes, and Mr. Roosevelt still further amended 
by makingitten. The gross injustice of such a 
step as that proposed by Col. Murphy was strongly 
denounced by Mr. Roosevelt. It was in the 
interest, he waiutained, of iniquitons measures, 
and would bring the House into the hands 
of the lobby. ‘The Reapportionment bill, the 
Aqueduet bill—-which had grown to be go bad as to 
require a protest against it from the Democratic 
Mayor—and other important bills were yot to be 
considered by the House. and here was a bold prop- 
position te cut off all debate uponthem. Parti- 
sans like Judge Smith and Mr. De Witt could not 
swallow the Murphy pill, and they both de- 
nounced tt. 

“Jf tuis Democratic majority cannot afford to 
diseuss falrly and aquareiy important measures, it 
had better adjourn to-morrow,” said Judge Sroith. 

“Under the operation of euch a rule,” he added, 
“I ean foresee an avalanche cf mexsures to be 
put through by combination and by a concentra- 
tion of a!] the bad elements that cluster around 
the Legetisiature in its last hours." 

Mr. De Witt declared that the lobby was at work, 
and he did not believe the majority would add to 
its credit by any such mistake as forcing a gag like 
this intothe mouth of the minority. Mr. Roose- 
velt’s amendment was adopted by 66 to i7—even 

i the leader of the Demvcracy voting against the brili- 








iiant idea originally submitted to the House. A third 
design having for its object the abridgement of the 
lage of the minority was presented by Mr. 

fee. This wasa uotice thata motion would be 
made to suspend the rule ailowing a roll-call to be 
taken upon the previous question. It would not 
be necessary to insist upon so many roll-calls as 
are now demanded daily by the minority if there 
was any assurance thata fair count c~uld be ob- 
tained from the desk. It is beeause such pro- 
ceedings are permitted under the very eyes of the 
Speaker that a record is insisted upon by Republi- 
cans. 

The bill anthorizing the repavement of Fifth- 
avenue was ordered toathird reading, with the 
understanding that the privilege should be granted 
upon {ts tinel passage of amending it so as to 
make it ditcretionary with the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment to appropriate the money. 
The bill as it now stands makes {it mandatory. 

Mr. Roosevelt gave notice that he should move 
toamend by substituting $225,000 fer the $350,000 
mentioned inthe bill. Both he and Mr. Van Allen 
took the ground that the latter amount was alto- 
gether too great—that there were indications of 
the presence of a job in the measure, The Grady 
bill fixing the term of the next Board of Aldermen 
al two years was also ordered to a third reading. 
The necessity of any such extension was denied 
by both Messrs. Howe and Rooseyalt. The bill 
assessing telegraph and telephone companies, of 
which Senator Holmes is the author, was progressed 
to its third reading.

WORK IN THE SENATE. 
THE ELEVATOR BILL FAILS—THE AQUEDUCT 
BILL PASSED. 

ALBANY, April 26.—Senator Jacobs rose to 
& question of privilege at the opening of the Sen- 
ate this morning and read from a New-York paper 
a report presented to the New-York Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday by a Mr. Ridgeway, perport- 
ing to give an account of proceedings in the Sen- 
ate a few days ago touching the bill to reauce the 
fees of Sandy Hook pilots. He pronounced the 
statements in Ridgeway'’s report faise in every 
particular and said they were insulting to the Sen- 
ate. ‘‘ The man who wrote that report,” said he, 
“bas been on the floor of this Senate all Winter as 
the avowed lobbyist of the British steem-ship com- 


panies. He has been on the floor without permis- 
sion from the Senate, and he js now aitting in that 
corner (pointing to a slim, light-haired man sitting 
in the north-east corner of the chamber.] His 
name is James Ridgeway, from Brooklyn, and I 
ask that he be removed from the floor of the Sen- 
ate.’’ No one objecting, the Lieutenant-Governor 
said the gentleman would retire and the Sergeant- 
at-Arms escorted him to the door. 

The Senate then resumed the disenasion of the 
Elevator bill, which was pending on the adjourn- 
ment yesterday. The debate was continued for 
two hours, but no new points were made by the 
speakers, except that Mr, Covert gave the discus- 
sion a partisan turn by alluding to the charges 
made against the Democratic Party in the last 
Presidential campaign to the effect that the success 
of that party would disturb business, the party be- 
ing, as alleged, infeeted with communistic notions 
and disposed to interfere with vested rights and 
business intorests. This bill, he said, was of a char- 
acter to justify such charges, but he congratulated 
his party on the fact that, on the passage of a sim- 
ilar bill through the Senate last Winter, every 
Democrat except one voted against it. 

Mr. Titus moved to amend the bill by striking 
out the seeond section, which cénfines its opern- 
tion to New-York and Brooklyn. The motion was 
lost. The bill was then put onits passage, and re- 
ceived only 15 votes to 13 against it,anda declared 
lost for want of a Constitutional majority. Fol- 
lowing are the yeas and nays, [Republicans in 
italic, Demoerats in roman:}

The absentees were Bowen, MacArthur, and 
Lynde. Jacobs was present, but declined to vote. 
He said he was in favor of the principle of the bill, 
though he disagreed with some of its details, but 
he was confronted with the faot that his constitu- 
ents were practically a unit against it, and there- 
fore he declined to make a record on it. 

A motion was made to reconsider the vote by 
which the bill was lost, and it resulted in a tie— 
yeas 14, nays 14. The Lieutenant-Governor said, 
in giving the casting vote, that he was somewhat 
embarrassed by the rules detining the privilegea of 
the Cnair in giving a casting vote, but, for the sake 
ef giving the absent Senators an opportunity to 
record themselves on the bill or to show whether 
they were absent for the purpose of dodging the 
vote, he would cast bis vote in theaffirmative. The 
vote by which the bill was lost being thus recon- 
sidered, 2 motion was made to lay the bill on the 
table until there should be a full Senate. This 
motion was lost. The bill was then put on its 
final passage the second time, and the vote 
was the same as before—yeas 15, nays 13. The 
Chair again declared the biil lost for the want of 
the constitutional yote. A second reconsideration 
being forbidden by the rules, no more votes could 
be taken, but Mr. Jacobs, from the Committee on 
Rules, subsequently reported in favor of amending 
certain rules which will enable the bil! to be taken 
up again hereafter. Among the amendments to 
the standing rules recommended by a majority of 
the Committee on Rules was one to No. 27, which 
whieh will enable a bare majority of the Senate 
to take up any bill out of its order, push it 
ahead, and passit. This amendment was violently 
opposed by the Republican minority, who said it 
was unprecedented and was intended to faelilitate 
the passage of partiean bills, and of bad legislation 
generally. Mr. Jacobs denied that such was the 
objeet of the amendment; it was designed solely 
to facilitate an early adjournment of the Legisia- 
ture. Mesers. Ellsworth, Pitts, and Themas fought 
the amendment with great pertinacity, but it was 
carried 
only Democrat who recorded himself against it. 

A communication was received from the Rail- 
road Commission in answer to an inquiry made by 
the Senate yesterday, in which the commission, as 
a body, disavows any responsibility for the two 
bills appended to Mr. O’Donnell’s report on the 
elevated railroad investigation, and introduced by 
Mr. Grady yesterday. The commission say that 
there bills were never discussed or considered by 
them as a body, but were drafted on the respon- 
sibility of Mr. O’Donnell alone. Mr. Jacobs, from 
the Finance Committee, reporied tbree bills 
originating in the committee and intended as 
supplements to the supply bill One was 
an appropriation of $15,000 for the Quaran- 
tire Commission, which was omitted in the 
eupply under the possible contingency of an aboli- 
tion of that commission. Another was a bill ap- 
propriating forthe new Commissioner of Emigra- 
tion the balance unexpended of Jast year’s appro- 
priation of $200,000 to the old Emigrant Commis- 
sion. The third was an appropriation to meet ihe 
expenses of enforcing the laws@ouching diseased 
cattle. The New-York and Brooklyn Excise bill, 
as amnended in the Assembly after its recall from 
the Governor, Was passed, and also, the Assembly 
Pawnbrokers bill. 

At the afternoon session Senator Grady, from the 
Committee on Cities, reported the Aqueduct bill as 
agreed upon by the committee last night, and it 
was immediately tuken up and considered in Com- 
mittee of the Whole. Aiter the bill had been read 
through, Mr. Elisworth moved to strike out the en- 
acting clause, for the purpose of getting an ex- 
planation of the bill. Mr. Daly undertook the task 
of explaining it, and said that while he had intro- 
duced the original bill, be was not committe to 
any particular plan, but was willing to sup- 
port any plan that would give New-York the 
much-needed supply of water in the shortest pos- 
sible time and at the least possible expense. The 
bill as now reported met the unanimous 
approval of the New-York Senators. ‘The 
Commissioners appointed to superintend the 
work were men of high character. The 
Mayor of the City he believed to be a 
man of thorough integrity and high character, 
and disposed to do the best he could for the inter- 
ests of the City, Tae citizens who were named 
as Commissioners were ail men of charaa- 
ter and good repute. Mr. Lane was President 
of the Chamber of Commerce, and had the 
entire confidence of that body. Judge Spencer 
was known as a reputable citizen, and Mr. Dowd 
liad been the Republican candidate for Mayor, and 
was one of the leading and most respeetable mer- 
chants of New-York. Ail of the Commissioners 
were men of character, fitness, and capacity. in 
auswer to an inquiry as to the estimated cost of 
the work, Mr. Daly said that the estimates 
of the engineers were from $14,000,000 to 
$18,000,000. Mr. Boyd offered an amendment 
naming for Commissioners L. E. Chitten- 
den, Herman Oelrichs, Whitelaw Reid, Hugh 
King, James 8S. Spencer, George W. Lane, 
and Mr. Dowd, and ieaving out the Mayor, Con- 
troiler, and Commissioner of Public Works. He 
also moved an amendment that the salaries of the 
Commissioners be $35,500. The amendment re- 
ceived only one yvote—Mr. Boyd's, Mr, Pitts moved 
to substitute the name of Jobn T. Agnew for that 
of George W. Lane. Lost. Mr. Eilsworth called 
attention to the fact that charges were made last 
Winter agalpst the character and integrity of 
Hubert O. Thompson, one of the Commis- 
sioners named in this _ bill A ecommit- 
tee was appointed the Senate to inves- 
tigate these oharges. Two thousand dollars 
had been voted into the Supply bill to pay counsel 
tor this itfvestigation, and yet no report had ever 
been made to the Senate of the results of this in- 
vestigation. He submitted that Senators were en- 
titled to have a report from that committee before 
they were asked to yote for Mr. Thompson as a 
member of a commission that is tospend $18,000,000 
of the people's money. Mr. Daly admitted that 
the inguiry of Mr. Elisworth was pertinent, but he 
wished to say that those who knew Mr. Thompson 
well had the fullest confidence in his integrity and 
efficiency as a public officer. He would also say, 
that not ascintilla of evidence was adduved be- 
fore the committee impairing that confidence. 
Mir. Grady attempted to slur over the inquiry of 
Mr. Ellsworth, eharacterizing his remarks as 
“boy's play,” end inutimating that he had more 
serious business than to talk about last year’s inves 
tigations. Mr. Pitts said that the Senator from the 
Sixth (Mr. Grady} was not at*all bappy in bis treat- 
ment of thisinguiry. If Mr. Hubert O. Thompson 
was the kind of man be was represented to be last 
Winter by Mr. Grady, he certainly was not a 
fit man to be named as the chief Commissioner in 
this bill. If he was not such a man, but was an 
honest and reputable publie oflicer,.it was the duty 
of the committee that made the investigation and 
the persons who made the charges to present their 
report and say 80.

HADJ1 ALI AND HIS BANDITS. 
Geneva Letter to the London Times. 

** Radji Ali,” runs a letter from Smyrna un- 
der date March 28, which has just appeared in the 
Journal de Geneve, “isa redoubtable bandit, who, 
after having spread torrer in the neighborhood of 
Baindir and Tigree, and greatly enriched himself 
by the plunder of travelers, implored the aman, 
(pardon,) which our authorities were only too 
willing to grant him. Since that time this male- 
faetor by prefession has lived at Baindir, and, sur- 
rounded by parasites and accomplices, enjoyed to 
the full the pleasures of opulence and the sweets 
of Oriental far niente. At the time of the Russe- 
Turkish war, in response to an appeal from 
the Padishah, he recruited at his own expense 
several hundreds of Zeibecs and scoundrels of 


the worst class, whom he led to Bulgaria, where, 
with the help of the Cireassians, they committed 
the atrocities whieh made his name infamous and 
horrified all Europe. This you know, but you may 
not have heard that on his return to Syria this 
brigand chief received from his sovereign the dec- 
oration of the Medjidie and the title of Pasha 
for eminent services rendered to. his country. 
Hadji Ali Pasha made a triumphal entry into 
Baindir, where he has since ovcupied himself 
with agriculture, for he possesses in this district 
several thousand donums of land, besides vast 
herds of cattle and flocke of sheep, the 
fruits of his forays. He exercises in this region 
almost absolute power, and during the last eight 
years the Governors-General of Smyrna have had 
several times to implore his aid in the suppression 
of the brigandage which desolates our provinces. 
The head-quarters of the robbers are in this very 
district of Baindir, and there they seem to have 
established themselves en permanence. There never 
passes a week without news being received of 
some audacious robbery or capture committed in 
this region; but no harm ever befalls Hadji Ali 
Pasha; his property and pereon are always treated 
with the most religious respect, and he very often 
successfully mediates for a reduction of the ran- 
som demanded by the thieves for the release of 
some unfortunate whom they have earried off to 
the mountains. This faet, and several other 
eircumstances which have come to kis knowi- 
edge, have at length convinced onr Vali 
that Hadji is the secret accemplice and 
most powerful supporter of the brigandage whieh 
has rendered the Province almost uninhabitable, 
and I have it on good authority that the Governor- 
General has asked for instruetions on the subject 
from Constantinople. And there is no time to lose, 
for, according to a letter from Aidin which I have 
seen, 20 bandits, commanded by the ferocious Deli 
Osman Djeritogiu and armed with Martini rifles, 
entered on Sunday, March 25, the village of Hirdir 
Beyli, an hour's railway journey from Aidin, and 
after demanding breakfast, which was served to 
them, selected and carried off to the mountains six 
notables of the place. This done, he called the 
chief man of the village, told him to telegraph to 
Smyrna what had happened, and to say that he 
was at the head of 70 men. Tne ransom demanded 
for the six captives is 1,000 Ottoman pounds, (£920.)”

The Grand Army of the Republic is already 
preparing for Federal Decoration Day, and it has 


_ been decided by some posts to use no decoration 


except the Stars and Stripes. This is as noble a 
use as the old flag can be put to. There is a pe- 
culiar fitness in having it honorthe men who fought 
for it. It is at once a monument to the cause for 
which they died and a symbol of their vietory. As 


it floats over each tomb the soldier and the cause 
for which he fought will seem to live again. The 
day for the decoration of the graves of the Con- 
federate dead is even nearer at hand than that of 
the Federals. But the decorations will be and 
ought to be different. The Grand Army of the Re- 
public has cast aside flowers because they wither 
too quickly and cost too much. But in our genial 
climate nature is not so sparing with her treas- 
ures. She lavishes them with plentiful hand, and 
no Confederate soldier isso poor but that a floral 
wreath may cover his resting-place. We are glad, 
too, that no soldier is so forgotten that loving 
hands will not seek out his grave. We would not 
exchange our flowers for martial flags. Fresh from 
the hand of God and the smile of nature, they are 
more fitting remembrances than the devices of 
man. And when they pale and die they seem more 
in sympathy with the dead hopes of the Coufed- 
eracy and the stillness of death than the symbols 
of strife, roused into defiance by each paseing 
breeze. The Memorial Society, which has eared 
for and tended the Confederate graves, are already 
preparing for the 26th. It isa work of love on the 
part of the society, whieh should meet with the 
sympathy and ready aid of alleurpveople. We trust 
that an endless profusion of flowers will be fur- 
nished, and we may show to ourselves and the 
strangers who may be with us that our love for the 
boys in gray is not diminished by the flight of 
years.

AMONG THE LUMBERMEN 


~~ 
THE DENUDED FORESTS OF THE 
DELAWARE VALLEY. 

HOW THE LUMBER TRADE OF THE REGION 
HAS DISAPPEARED AND SOME REMINIS- 
CENCES OF THE DAYS OF ITS GREATNESS, 

Deposit, N. Y., April 25.—The lumber busi- 
ness has been tho mainstay of the Delaware and its 
tributary valleys for 120 years, but the onslauchts 
of the woodsman have been so persistent and fierce, 
espeeially during the past quarter of a century, 
that it is believed the present season will see the 
almost total exhaustion of the Inmber supply. 

The Delaware lumber region embraces a large por: 

tion of Sullivan and Delaware Counties, N. Y., and 

Pixe and Wayne Counties, Penn. Ten years ago 

the average quantity of Inmber sent to market by 

rafts on the Delaware alone amounted to 100,000,- 

000 feet, nine-tenths of which was hemlock. In 

1870 Wayne County’s supply of lamber was ovor 

that amount, 30,000,000 teet of which was shipped 

by rail, and the remainder by water. The 

Spring freshet of the present year has been 

an unusually favorable one for the rnnning 

of lumber, but the quantity rafted and run-from 
all the regions has not exceeded 20.000,000 feet. Of 
this amount about one-third has been forwarded 
by one operator, William Holbert, of Equinunk, 

Wayne County. The rest was cut principally in 

Sullivan and Delaware Counties. The rail ship- 

ments will amount to about one-half the above 

amount, and are made over the Erie, Delaware 
and Lackawanna, and New-York and Oswego 

Midland Railroads. To secure even the compara- 

tively small supply the country bas been scoured 

from far and near. Pine, which was onee the 
staple product of the Delaware region, was ex- 
hausted many yearsago. When the first settlers 
came into the valley the whole region was a dense 

Pine wilderness, and for 70 years the hem- 

lock was left untouched, not peing eonsidered 

of any vaiue. Lumbermen still in the business 
hereabout remember when the very best quality of 
pine was manufactured and rafted to the Philadel- 

Dhia markets and disposed of at $9 per thousand, 

while now it must be imported for home consump- 

tion and six times that price paid for it. In those 
days there were no cireularsaw mills, but only 
primitive upright mills here and there in the for- 
est. The first circular mill was erected in the Del- 


aware Valley, about 35 years ago, and others were 
quiokly introduced unti there were scores of them 
at work, some of them capable of manufacturing 
50,000 feet of lumber a dayeach. The result has 
been the rapid exhaustion of the forests, until 
there is but a small area of the original timber 
standing, and that is in the hands of a very few in- 
dividual operators. 

Tite work of cutting away the timber on the 
head-waters of the Delaware, on the West Branch, 
was prosecuted with sueh vigor that it has been 
many years since rafts have been run from abore 
Walton, and the number run from that point has 
been very small. The East Braneh drains what 
was 10 vears ago the almost primitive wilderness 
of Sullivan an@ Delaware Counties, but which is 
now a vast field of stumps or tracts of second-rate 
timber. The work of exhaustion has not been 
allowed a day’s cessation, althougn during the past 
10 yéars, with the exception of 1881-2, the price ob- 
tained for hemlock was barely sufficient to eover 
the cost of production. This seemingly suiciaal 
policy on the part of operators, they claim, was to 
no small extent foreed upon them by the fact that 
the bark on immense tracts of timber land was 
purchased by tanners, who had the privilege of 
felling the trees and peeling the bark, which they 
did aa they needed it. The timber once felled and 
peeled, it was necessary for the lumbermen to 
utilize it, as a year’s lying in the woods would de- 
crease its value. The destruction of the hemloek 
forests has also affected the tannery interest so 
that many of the largest establishments of the kind 
in this region have been abandoned for want of 
bark. Afewyears ago Wayne County was the 
seeond largest leather preducing county in the 
bine 9 and haa the largest tannery then in the 
wor.d. 

It ison record in the archives of the Delaware 
Valley that the lumber business in the valley had 
its beginning in this way: Among the early set- 
tlers along the upper'Delaware was a man named 
Daniel Skinner. He had beenasailor. He settied 
in Wayne County, Penn., near the present village 
of Damaseus, in 1763. In cutting away the pine 
trees for his clearing he was struck with the idea 
that if he could get some of them to Philadelphia 
he could find a ready and profitable market for 
them as spars. In 1764 he placed a number of them 
in the river, started them down stream, and fol- 
lowed them inacanoe. The magnitude of the un- 
certaking may be better understood when it is 
stated that Philadelphia was 200 miles distant, 
and the valley for really the entire distanee was 
an unbreken wilderness, where hostile Indlans 
still held sway. The character of the river was en- 
tirely unknown to the settlers. Skinner piloted 
his pine timbers for several miles, when one by one 
they got beyond his control, and he was compelled 
torelinquish bis task. He returned home and made 
another attempt. This time he lashed a number of 


the trees securely together, fitted an oar to each’ 


end, and, hiring another inhabitant of the settle- 

ment to accompany him as front oarsman, he 

started with his primitive raft ‘*down the river.” 

Nothing was heard of the courageous nay- 

igators for weeks, until, one day, they 

both made their appearance. They had, 
after many hardships, suecessfully lloted 

the raft to Philadelphia, sold it or a 

good price, and returned on foot through the wil- 

Gerneas! Skinner soon afterward built another 

raft, much larger than the first, and, aided bya 

man named Josiah Parks, ran it safely to market. 

Their success stimulated others to engage in the 

business, and with the exception, probably, of

Their de- 
scendants have been successful Jumbermen and 
raftmen and are among the leading families of the 

Delaware Valley. A daughter of Josiah Parks— 

‘Aunt Polly Larkin’’-—-died a few weeks ago at 

Pease's Eddy, aged 107 years. 

Another incident of early days on the Delaware 
is always recounted with pleasure by the old 
inhabitants, and as they vouch for its authenticity 
it must be true. In 1786 Simeon and Franklin 
Westfall, of New-Jersey, took the contract to fur- 
nish the Government with a white pine tree which 
was to be of extraordinary size, as it was wanted 
for the mainmast of a war frigate about to be built, 
They were to receive $100 for the * stick.’”” They 
bunted the Delaware Valley from the Neversink 
to its headwaters, but were unable to find the 
tree which would answer the speeifieations of 
the contract. At last, when they were about 
to give up the search, they eame upon 
a pine whieh they believed would sult. It was on 
an eminence in Pike County, near the present vil- 
lage of Mast Hope, and three miles from the river 
at Big Eddy. Upon measuring the tree they 
found that it was too short by 10 feet. Upon dig- 
ging at its root, however, they discovered that the 
tree ran straight down in the earth, and they suc- 
eeeded in excavating the lacking 10 feet. The tree 
was felled, hauled to the river, and floated to 
Philadelphia, and became the mainmest of the 
frigate Constitution, ** Old Ironsides,”’ and carried 
the American colorsin all the glorious victories 
won by the vessel in the war of 1812. 

In the earlier days of lumbering on the Delaware 
and its tributaries the inbabitants utilized tke rafts 
as a Means of transportation fer other products ef 
the region. Maple sugar,.game, skins, and furs 
were sent to market on rafts. The woods were 
then filled with game of all kinds, and mink, otter, 
and even beaver were numerous in the streams. 
It was not an uncommon thing to see large board 
rafts piled full of deer, bear, and other game, con- 
signed to Philadelphia and intermediate markets. 
The foundations of the fortunes of more than one 
family now prominent in the valley were laid by 
such trading as that. In 1837 times were very hard 
in the upper valley. That was the year of the great 
panic, and lumber not only did not command price 
enough to cover its cost, but it was difficult to ob- 
tain pay for what was sold. The crops were ex- 
tremely short, to add to the distress. It bap- 
pened, however, that beech-nuts were unusually 
abundant that season. Suilivan and Wayne Coun- 
ties possessed dense beech forests, as well as pine 
and hemlock. ‘he great crop of beeech-nuts at- 
tracted millions of wild pigeons to the “ beech.” 
‘To say there was millions of them,” says an old 
lumberman in recalling the event, ‘‘ does not get 
anywhere near the number. Every tree seemed 
to be loaded, and the ground was littered with 
branches broken off by their weight. The noise 
made by their wings and threats was so great that 
the report of a gun fired in their midst could not 
be heard a hundred feet away. A person could go 
anywhere in the beech, sit dowr blindfolded, fire 
in any direction, and bring down pigeons at every 
shot. It was a lucky thing that these birds 
put in an appearance, for the news of the 
riots in Neyr-York City had reached the lumber 
region, and the needs of the people would have 
forced them to make raids on the surrounding 
country to secure the necessaries of life. The 

igeons turned the attention of the poople away 
rom bread riots, and that whole part of the val- 
ley turned out in a combined onslaught on the wel- 
come birds. They were shot, clubbed, netted, and 
killed and captured in every known manner by 
men, women, and children, and carried away in 
back-loads to all the local markets. It happened 
that a five rafting freshet was ia the river about 
that time, and pigeons by the thousand were loaded 
on almost every raft that ‘* pulled out” and run to 
all points in the valiey, where they found a ready 
and profitable sale. Not a few of the pigeon spec- 
ulators cleared as high as $1,000 each on every 
trip, and before Winter setin and drove the birds 
away there was more money brought back to this 
region from the sale of pigeons than all the lumber 
that was sent out that year returned to its owners, 
and the lumber country was saved. Somo of the 
solid men of Sullivan, Wayne, and Delaware got 
their start in this pigeon year, all owing to beeoh- 
nuts and rafting.” 

When the lumber business was at its height in 
the Delaware region not less than 10,000 persons 
were employed as choppers, sawyers, teamsters, 
and raftsmen. and most of the townsand villages 
owed their support if not their existence to the 
industry. Not even one-third of that number are 
now required to carry on the business, and many 
settlements are almost deserted. Fortunately, the 
lund once oceupied by the forest is capable of be-

THE RAMAPO PROJECT. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times - 

Upon examining Colton’s AtlasI find that 
the Ramapo River after leaving the State of New- 
York flows for about 20 miles through Bergen and 
Passaic Counties, in the State of New-Jersey, be- 
fore it unites with the Pequanock River, of which 
it appears to be a considerable feeder. Acsording 
to the report of Mr. McAlpine on the Ramapo 
water scheme, the drainage area of the river atthe 
point where it is proposed to divert it is about 86 
square miles. This point of diversion is in the 
me of New-York, and not far from the Jersey 
ine. 

Of course, th) Legislature of this State ean give 
no authority to any one to divert ona drop of the 
water which flows through the State of New-Jer- 
sey against the wishes of any single one of the in- 
dividuals through whose land that water runs. If 
itis proposed by the bill now before the Legisla- 
ture (with the provisions of which Iam not fa- 


Miliar) that private capital shall invest in this 
scheme, and that the water obtained by these pri- 
vale persons shall be sold to the City of New-York, 
the suggestions above made need not be consid- 
ered. If any resident of New-Jersey, by means of 
an injunction, should prevent the delivery of the 
water, the City of New-York would not pay for it. 
if an injunction should be denied, and the person 
aggrieved left te his action at damages, the persons 
who would have to respond in damages wou!d not 
be the City of New-York, put the individuals whe 
promoted the scheme. 

If, however, it is at’all contemplated in the bill 
that the City shall take possession of the reser- 
voirs proposed to be constructed, and shall itself 
so operate them as to divert from ite natural chan- 
nei water which now flows through the land of a 
sister State, it becomes eminently proper that the 
gentiemen who ask the passage of this bil! at the 
hands of the Legislature should explain how the 
propose to dispose of the difficulties sugges 
above. Mr. McAlpine’s report is silent upon this 
subject, but in the course of a conversation had 
the other day with a gentleman interested im the 
scheme, he informed me that no injunction would 
be granted because the Court of Chaneery in New- 
Jersey had refused injunctions in similar cases, ~ 
and that there need be no apprehension as te 
actions for damages, because the actual damage 
which could be proved weuld be so smail as *’ not 
to amount to much.” So far as an injunction ta 
concerned, probably the gentleman was correet in 
his prognostication, for I suppose any court 
would hesitate to grant an injunction which 
would deprive a suffering eommunity of its supply 
of pure water so long as the sorperatien diverting 
the water was abundantly responsible to pay any 
judgment which might be obtained against it for 
the peeuniary damage resulting to the individual 

Itseems to me, however, that the —— to 
calmly embark in a scheme which will necessarily 
expose the person embarking tierein to uncertain, 
multitudineus, and interminable litigation can 
hardly be characterized as business-like. The ut- 
most that can be said upon this question of dam- 
age is that the damages awarded in each particu- 
lar case would be small As a matter of rign 
each plaintiff would be entitled to his nomin 
damages, and when we take into consideration the 
many purposes which running water subserves— 
the working of water-rams, the cooling of milk- 
cans, the watering of cattle, the generation oi 
power for ordinary farm purposes, &c.—it takes a 
very confident man to feel any assurance that the 
damages awarded to the individnals in the cases I 
bave suggested will not be abundantly sufficient 
to carry costs with them. Itis to be noted, too, 
that the bringing of one suit and the recovery of 
judgment therein does not end the litigation in the 
case of the individual plaintiff. It results merely 
in giving to him his damages for the diversion of 
the water down to the time when he commenced 
his action, or, at most, down to the time when the 
oase was tried; a month, six months, or a yeat 
thereafter he may bring a new suit for the suc- 
ceeding period of time, and so on ad infinitum, un- 
less he chooses to refrain from all litigation and 
ceases to assert his rights for a length of time suffl- 
cient to allow the corporation diverting the water 
to uire a right so to do by prescription. 

In these suggestions I have not at all considered 
any existing manufactories employing water-pow- 
er, either upon the Ramapo itseif or upon the 
Pequanock between the mapo and the con- 
fluence of its next larger feeder, because I have no 
knowledge on that subject. If there are any such, 
the problem here presented wonld be somewhat 
more complicated. I assume, also, althouzch not a 
hydraulic engineer, that the amount of water con- 
tribated, both to the Ramapo and to the Pe- 
quanock, from a water-shea having an area of 85 
square miles, is sufficient in quantity to make its 
diversion from its natural channel produce a sub- 
stantial dimunition of the normal water supply 
now afforded by those streams to their riparian 
owners. 

Before the Legislature es the pending bill I 
think the people of New-York will be interested in 
hearing whatever suggestions the gentlemen in 
charge of the scheme may have to make in con- 
nection with the suggestions herein presented.

Mr. Homer Neijson’s bill to prevent stock 
holders frem maintaining setions against ‘their Di- 
rectors, except in certain cases, is an ingenious 
device to precure abeclute immunity on the part 
of Directors. They have already altered the Code 
of Procedure so that actions to remove fraudulent 
Direetors can only be brought bythe Attorney: 
General, and it is harder to move an Attorney- 
General than an Egyptian obelisk. Of all the 
methods of covering frand the most effeetive is 


the recriminative. Mr. Jay Gorld—eonvicted of 
illegally watering Western Union stock and 
of issuing $15,000,000 without any , consid- 
eration whatever, enjoined by the courts 
and condemned by the publie—deliberate- 
ly pens an advertisement attributing to 
the stockholder who has obtained these injunc- 
tions malieious motives and pars the dividend him- 
self, personally, which as a Direetor he is forbidden 
torpay. If a stockholder objects to Mr. Gould's 
robbing him of his stoek o# cheating him out of bis 
dividends, he is ealled by Mr. Gould a black-mailer 
and consigned to ignominy by his tribe of lawyers. 
And this weapon is effective. Men do not like to 
be called by that name. It is atthe best a thank- 
less task to fight the;battle of minorities, and when 
the odium of the character of a diack-mailer is 
thrown upon aman in addition to the diBeulties 
of the situation proper, it is apt to discourage him 
and make him think he had better quietly allow 
himself to be robbed. 

Mr. Herbert Spencer, in marking the differentis- 
tion which habitat and climate and changed condi- 
tions of existence were working in the character 
of the English transplanted to America, easily 
seized this very salient point of difference. Eng- 
lishmen eommonly resist oppression, from what 
quarter soever it comes. Consequently, Jay Gould 
would be an impossible outgrowth of English so- 
clology. Hampden went to law with King Charles 
about a paltry 40s. of ship money, and mace his 
name immortal, besides incidentally establishing 
one cf the most important planks in the Eaglisb 
Constitution. But the Attorney-Generals of that 
day undeubtedly considered him, if not a black- 
— at least a pestilent fellow who was making 
trouble. 

The bill of Mr. Nelson issaid to be based on the 
ninety-fourth rule of the United States Supreme 
Court, but that rule was found not to keep stock- 
hoiders ont of court, but to prevent frauds on the 

urisdietion of the United States Courts, which Mr. 

elson very well knows. The attempt to introduce 
it into our statute-book is simpiy an attempt to 
tie the hands of stockholders so that the Direc 
tors may rob them at their leisure and with ease. 
How can astocknolder levy black-mail uniess he 
has a geod cause of aetion? If he nave agood cause 
of action, is it proper to cal] him a black-mailer? Es 
pecially if he have a good eause of action, is therg 
any justice in keeping him out of court?

few seriously think of teaching long enough to de 
rive any benefit from the action of the bill.

The best source of supply was the Croton Valley, 
pod the most eminent engineers had ir- 
dorsed the plan ef Chief Engineer Newton for 
aA new aqueduct. “Since I have been Commis- 
sioner of Public Works,” continued Mr. Thomp- 
son, “I have eonstantly urged the passage of a 
bili which will allow the desired result to pe speéd- 
lly accomplished, provided the strongest safe- 
guards as regards financial expenditure are in- 
tisted upon. I am very giad that Mayor Edson so 
thoroughly indorses the plans which have been so 
jong pressed by me, and I feel, as he does, that 
positive and effective legislation ought to be ob- 
tained at once.

EXCISE LAW METHODS. 
JNFORMATION ASKED BY MR. JAY OF THE 
DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 


In order to be more fully prepared to report

the defects of the law or the shortcomings of 
others, some hints in tbis direction, even 
though made in the line of self-defense, seem 
oeeasionally to have no Little weight: and there are 
tome connected with the enforcement of the law af- 
ter offenders are arrested upon which we desire your 
advice and assistance, so far as they can properly be 

ven. We would be glad to know, for instance, 
whether in pone opinion, the non-enforcement of the 
law is due,in any degree, as regarcs the office of the 

triet Attorney, to remissness and delays in the 
osecution of offenders; or, as regards the Justices 
fore whom they are brought, to the smaliness of 
jhe bail demanded for their appearance. to unreason- 
ble conditions as to the evidence requ or toe the 
lightness of the penalties imposed on their fconvic- 
tion. Your very large official and personal experi- 
ence.and your life-long identification with our City,

A BANKRUPT ARRESTED. 

Isaac Sippili, a commission merchant, who 
who recently failed, was errested yesterday by 
Detectives Yon Gerichten and Reilly on an indict- 
ment charging him with grand larceny, and ar- 
raigned in the Court of General Sessions. The 


complaint of Michael Levenson, of the firm of 
Levenson & Co., sets forth that in September last 
Bippili represented to bim that he was about to re- 
tire from business, having amassed a fortune of 
£140,000, exelusive of a house in Sixty-fifth- 
ttreect. He asked to be accommodated with 
the notes of the firm to the amount of 
£10,000, and two notes, representing $4,987 50 
and $4,872 10 respectively, were given him. These 
noves will fall due on May 9 and 16. On March 31, 
it is alieged, Edward M. Newman, a brother-in- 
law of Sippili, who is in the employ of Levenson & 
Co. as book-keeper, handed Mr. Levenson the 
sheck of his relative for $2,500, stating that the 
latter wished a cheek of the firm in exchange, as 
he wished to transfer bis bank aecount and did not 
desire to attract attention. The check for $2,500 
Was sent to Sippili, and the cheek of the latter, 
ven in exchange, was soon after returned dis- 
onored, On April 2 Sippili made an assignment 
for the benefit of nis creditors, and on the same 
day & mortgage of $35,000 on his house, in favor of 
Abraham Stein, of No. 89 Gold-street, was record- 
. Recorder Smyth fixed bail at $3,500, whieh 
was furnished by Abraham Stein. and Sippili was 
released from custody. The defendant's counsel 
stated that bis client is also under bail in civil pro- 
ceedings instituted for the recovery of the moneys 
ceferred to.

PARE THEATRE LITIGATION. 

The Park Theatre, in 1873, was mortgaged 
by James Russell for $20,000, of which $5,000 was 
loaned by Dion Boucicault and $15,000 by Riggs &

AN ADVOCATE OF DYNAMITE. 
OUTLINES OF 4 PAMPHLET ISSUED BY PROF. 
MEZZEROFF. 


*Denamite and Other Recourses of Civili- 
zation” 1s the title of a 23-page pamphlet written by 
the dynamite chemist,.Mezzeroff, in suppert of the 
explosive style of warfare, which will be delivered 
broadcast inthe Philadelphia Convention to-day to 
influence, if possible, the deliberations of that body. 
The author claims that there is no fixed rule defin- 


ing honorable warfare; what is honorable to-day is 
dishonorable to-morrow. He cites the ease of the 
use of torpedoes by the South which were charae- 
terized by the North as ‘‘diabolical, hellish, unchris- 
tian, and fiendish infernal machines,’ but were 
soon afterward adopted by the North “ to save the 
country from destruction.” A number of similar 
illustrations are made to fortify the argument. 
After an examination of the usages of war he 
is “convinced there is no such thing 
as honorable warfare.” He gives nu- 
merous cases in modern and ancient 
warfare of the killing of people at night and by 
stealthy means, and says: ‘Murder is to kili a 
person when you meet him face to face, while as- 
sassination is killing from behind. But in both 
cages there must be previous maliee. This is also 
the definition ef the law as given by international 
writers on the subject, and the nations have ac- 
eepted it as such. If a person kills another for 
public good or for the welfare of humanity, he is 
neither a murderer nor assassin. And England 
accepts this as the true meaning, for she re- 
fuse to extradite both Bernard, who at- 
tempted to kill Napoleon, ané Hartmann, who 
helped to kill the tyrant, the late Czar of 
Russia. Killing, therefore, for publie good is 
neither murder nor assassination. This question 
is best answered by the fact that when the Jews 
were held in slavery by Egypt, when they were 
flogged and their mele children drowned in the 
Nile, they cried to God for help, and He came and 
slew at ‘midnight’ all the first born of man and 
beast in all Egypt. Yes, at midnight! and He 
finished the work by the waters of the Red Seca.” 
Was this secret killing at midnight murder or 
assassination? As to whether dynamite is a 
justifiable weapon of war or not, he in- 
stances the use of that explosive by vari- 
ous of the first powers. He claims that 
England is experimenting with shells filled with 
phosphorus, bi-sulphate of carbon, and benzine, 
which would set fire to a strueture they were fired 
against in afew minutes. The cheapness of the 
warfare is no obstacle to its claim to being honora- 
ble. He holds that Ireland cannot, by reason of 
obvious facts, meet England in the open field, and 
therefore this mode of warfare is the only one left 
open toit. He calls upon Irishmen to subscribe 
not less than $1 each, and as much more as they 
please, to the dynamite style of warfare, and 
thinks by this means fifty millions could be raised. 
Some vessels should be built, and the entire Eng- 
lish navy blown up and sunk. By this means ke 
hopes to secure finally the freedom of Ireland.

A VERDICT FOR $30,000. 

In the New-Jersey Supreme Circuit Court, at 
Paterson, the case of the Executors of George W. 
Demarest, of Passaic City, against the Receiver of 
the Central Railroad of New-Jersey for $100,000dam- 
ages for the death of Mr. Demarest, at the Little 


Silver accident last June, was concluded yester- 
day. It appeared that the Long Branch Railroad 
Company owned the road, but that 1t was operated 
jointly by the New-Jersey Central, the Pennsylva- 
nia, and the Long Branch Companies. Ex-Chan- 
celor Williamson asked for a non-suit on behalf of 
the Receiver on the ground that the suit should 
bave been brought inst the Long Branch Rail- 
road; also, that the Receiver, being an officer of 
the Court of Chancery, could not be properly sued. 
Judge Dixon denied the motion, and the defense 
rested without offering any evidence. The jury 
brought in a verdict in favor of the plaintiffs for 
$30,000. It is understood that the case will be ap- 
pealed by the Receiver. If the decision is ultt- 
mately in fayor of the plaintiffs, the three compa- 
nies mentioned will pay the award. If the Court 
of Errors decides that the Long Branch Road 
ehould have been sued, it will be teo late to bring 
the suit, as the railroads bave secured an act re- 
quiring such suits to be brought within a year 
after dexth has ensued.

THIEVES PRETENDING TO BE GASMEN. 

For several weeks complaints have been re- 
ceived at Police Head-qugrters of thefts committed 
by two expert thieves, who, under the pretense of

THE STRIKE OF THE CIGAR MEN. 
The strike of the Spanish and Cuban cigar- 
makers ftoran advance of wages still continues. 
At the head-quarters of the strikers several em- 
ployers were reported yesterday as having prom- 
ised to pay the advance demaaded. The Executive 


Committee of the Gremio de Tabaqueros issued a 
notice stating that the strikers were willing to suf- 
fer the inconveniences arising from the suspension 
of work for any length of time that it might be 
necessary to obtain the additional $2, and resolv- 
ing that in case’the strike be prolonged that tke 
strikers would go to Havana, Key West, Vera 
Cruz, New-Orleans, and ,other cities. They were, 
however, very hopeful that the manufaeturers 
would in a short time accede to their demands, be- 
cause they were short of stock. There were sev- 
eral informal conferences among the manufactur- 
ers, and a prominent manufacturer said that a con- 
ference would be held this afternoon. The cigar- 
dealers had asked for 6 reduction of $3 in the price 
of cigars, and the manufacturers wrote informing 
them that the workmen had struck for an advance 
of $2, and that the tobacco-strippers were also 
clamoring {for an increase of wages, and that they 
couldjnot increase the wages,of their workmen and 
reduce the prices of;stock.

REVOLUTION AND ANARCHY—YELLOW FEVER 
—-MR. 8PALDING’S CANAL CONTRACT. 

PANAMA, April 17.—At the request of the 
Government of the United States Chili has given 
orders to the authorities at Valparaiso and Callao 
to tender every courtesy and attention to the 
Japanese iron-clad which is shortly to arrive inthe 
South Pacific. 

Scfior Garcia Calderon has appealed to the Su- 
preme Court of Chill against an attempt being 
made to legally compel him to give evidence in 
Chili in the trial respecting the fraudulent issue of 
bank-notes in Peru. He asks the courtto deciare 
that the Chilian tribunals have no authority in the 
matter, and that iu addition, as he is a prisoner of 


war he should not, according to international 
usage, be tried by Chiiian authorities for his ac- 
tions while first magistrate of another country. 

A conflict took place recently between some In- 
dians and Argentine troops in which the latter had 
12 men killed and 3 taken prisoners. 

Numbers of people are busily engaged gathering 
india rubber on the borders of the Beni River, 
Bolivia. Whole families have left Santa Cruz for 
the rubber regions and capitalists have taken with 
them provisions, &c.. and hundreds of laborers. 
On the banks of the Itenez River vast numbers of 
india rubber trees have been found in places where 
previously it was believed there were none exist- 
ing. But work on this river is atcended by some 
risk, as is proved by the fact that the savages killed 
12 Brazilians, who were collecting gum. 

Bolivian papers are furiously attaching the Gov- 
ernment for having remitted money to Montero in 
order to sustain him in power. The people in 
Bolivia are suffering great hardships, and Govern- 
ment employes and pensioners remain unpaid, and 
yet re is being sent ont of thé country to as- 
sist a military chieftain to maintain himselr in 
power in a country which is given over to anarchy, 

A few unimportant skirmishes have taken place 
in Pern. Caeeres continues to promise that he 
will make araid on Lima, when he hones the pop- 
ulace will rise and massacre the Chiliansa. For- 
eigners are becoming yet more alarmed, and many 
fear that the city is about to witness further trou- 
ble. Peace ideas, however, are making progress. 

Montero has suggested to Garcia Calderon that 
the latter should go to Arequipa, the former tak- 
ing his place in exile, permission for this change to 
be obtained fromthe Chilians. The idea is ridi- 
euled by Peruvians and Chilians. 

A yellow fever scare prevails at Lima and Callao. 
The Chilians are adopting every known precau- 
tion to prevent the spread of the disease, inelud- 
ing sprinkling:the streets with chloride of lime and 
water strongly charged with carbolic acid. 

The revolution is not yet over in Ecuador. Vein- 
timilla sent his terms for a general surrender to 
the revolutionary party represented by Gen. Sa- 
rasti at Bahahoyos, but the latter refused to agree 
to them and made other propositions, with what 
result remains unknown. Meanwhile a would-be 
revolutionary General, Salazar, refused to obey 
the orders of another General, one of the coast 
triumvirate, Alfaro, and a fight ensued, which re- 
sulted in the latter restoring order after 10 men 
had been wounded. Directly the news of this 
affair reached Guayaquil Veintimilla sent a dupli- 
cate set of terms by cable to Santa Elena to Alfaro, 
and it is believed that if the latter has not agreed 
to them he js by now on his way to Guayaquil, to 
attempt to capture it by a land attack. 

Bogota papers call the attention of the Govern- 
ment to the necessity of paying the strictest atten- 
tion to all matters connected with the Isthmus of 
Panama, and several state that international ques- 
tions will soon assume an importance which has 
not previously attached to them, except on rare 
oecasions, 

Mr. F. K. Balch, a native of New-Hampshire, 
formerly of the United States Navy, and for sey- 
eral years in the office of the Pacific Mail Company 
here, was found dead in his bed on the 18th inst., 
having by mistake taken an overdose of laudanum. 

There is nothing unusual to note in regard to 
canal matters. The report is denied, however, that 
Mr. Spalding. of Lockport, N. Y., had made a con- 
tract to build seven miles of the canal for $7,000,000. 
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SOUTH AMERIOAN LARTHQUAK ES. 


Sees 
PUBLIC BUILDINGS, CHURCHES, AND HOUSES 
THROWN DOWN—A LOST ISLAND. 

PANAMA, April 16.—On March 27, at 8:35 
P. M., a loud rumbling noise was heard in Iquique, 
and was immediately followed by a slight earth- 
quake shock. A slight shock was felt at Andes, 
Chili, at 11:23 P. M. on March 7, aud one was also 
felt at Copiapo, Chili, on the 8th ult. at 3:10 P. M. 
The volcano of Ometepe, in Lake Nicaragua, is 
now in eruption for the first time known in history, 
although in past ages it must have been in fre- 
quent activity. The earthquake reported from 
Panama on March 8 was almost universally felt 


throughout Colombia. At Carthagena and Turiio, 
at the mouth of the Atrate, it was sharp but not 
indicative of danger, and its inflaence was felt in 
the high inter-Andean plateau. At Hurda, on 
the Magdalena River, it lasted one minute. 
Throughout the whole State of Antioquia it did 
some damage, but Medellin, the capital, did not 
suffer much. 

Considerable alarm was caused, and the walls of 
the cathedral were injured. In the town of An- 
tioquia the fagade of the cathedral was thrown out 
of plumb, many of its columns were thrown down, 
and all the houses suffered more or jess. In Santa 
Rosa the church steeple was injured and a number 
of houses rendered uninhabitable. In Yarumal the 
peiece and 85 houses were completely destroyed. 

n Aquadas the Town Hall was destroyed, and at 
Abejirral the church and a number of houses were 
injured. In Pinagana, the chief village of the 
Darien territory, a number of palm huts were 
thrown down and the rivers roge and fell with 
alarming rapidity. The Indians who live at Paya, 
in the same district, are greatly frigutened at the 
frequency with which earthquakes occur, and at 
the changes which they assert have oecurred in the 
topography of the country. They state that loud 
nolses are frequently heard in the almost un- 
known regions of the south-east, and there 
appears to be just cause for the belief 
that some powerful voleanie agency is at work in 
the Atrato district. A large island atthe mouth of 
the Atrato, surveyed by the United States steamer 
Firebrand, in 1862, is reportedto have entirely ais- 
appeared. This shock of March 8 appears to have 
been the sharpest and most widely felt of the many 
which have occurred since September last.

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MARTIN LUTHER'S STATUR, 

A meeting of the special committee of one 
from eaeh Lutheran church in Kings County to 
raise funds for a statue to Martin Luther was 
held in Saint Peter’s Church, at De Kalb-avenue 
and Walworth-street, Brooklyn, last evening. 
Charles Garliehs presided. It was reported that 


$786 had been colleeted in Brooklyn, with some 
churches yet to hear from. The arrangements for 
u celebration of the four hundredth anniversary of 
the birth of Luther, Nov. 10, was leftto a com- 
mittee.

tal of about the same height. The figure will be 
clad in the ministerial robes of Lutber'’s time, 
bearing upon the left arm a eopy of the Bible. The 
right will rest on the book, and the faee will be up- 
turned. The figure will cost in Eurone 34,500, and 
the transportation and pedestal $2,600 more. 
George P. Ockershausen, of New-York, said over 
$2,000 had been raised in this City. A Martin Lu- 
ther Society was organized, the same as in New- 
Yerk, and the intention was declared to perpetu- 
ate the society and make it national.

A photographie counterfeit of the new five- 
dollar national bank note was received at the 


Treasury Department this morning for redemp- 
tion. It was sent to the Treasury by the Broadway 
National Bank of New-York, and is a eounterfeit 
on the First National Bank of Milwaukee, Wis, 
The facts were reported to the officers of the Se- 
cret Serviee. It is regarded as a very imperfect 
counterfeit, and Treasury officers are surprised that 
it should have passed through the hands of bank 
officers without being detected. 


The Acting Secretary of the Treasury has 
issued a eircular in regard to charges on imported 


merehandise. It is as follows: ‘*This department 
is informed thatin certain instances, on the im- 
portation of wool into the United States, the costs 
and charges specified in the inyoice have been 
frauduiently increased above the usual rates, with 
a view to diminish the dutiable value of the wool, 
under the provision of the tariff act of March 38, 
1883, abolishing duties on charges and the depart- 
ment’s regulations allowing the deduction of 
charges specified in invoice. It is pessible that sim- 
ilar practices may be resorted to in the case of im- 
portations other than wool. Appraising officers 
are therefore directed to scrutinize carefully in- 
voices specifying charges to be deducted from the 
invoice value, and ifin any case they shall discover, 
by comparison with invoices formerly presented, or 
in any other manner, that the charges have been 
unduly increased, they will make such additions 
for market value as the eircumstances may render 
proper.”’

The bill increasing the number of Sur- 
rogates for this County to three has been 
made the; special order for to-day in the 
Assembly. The necessary two-thirds vote 
was obtained,through the easy good nature, 
or worse, of four Republican members. Not- 
withstanding'the disclaimer of ex-Surrogate 
CALVIN, it is believed at Albany that he has 
been chiefly:instrumental in promoting this 
wheme, and, it is reasonable to suppose 
shat he has been animated by the hope 
of becoming‘ one of the new Surrogates, 
{t isa little strange that Major Hacorrry, 
who succeeded last year in making some 
little reputation as a reformer, should ap- 
pear as the special champion of this bill, 
which has no/purpose but to create two new 
offices to be; contended for by Tammany, 
and which is\clearly unconstitutional, but it 
is still more strange that any Republican 
should be found willing to aid the Demo- 
cratic spoils-seekers in their scheme. The 
Constitution prescribes a mode for relieving 
the Surrogate of this County if he is over- 
burdened, butjit does not authorize the elec- 
tion of more than one Surrogate in any 
county. Should the partisan jobbers who 
constitute a majority in the two houses suc- 
ceed in carrying this measure through, the 
Governor can’surely be depended on to 


veto it.

The chance'that is still left to secure the 
passage of the bill in the Senate for the reg- 
ulation of-elevator charges was hardly worth 
the price at which it was obtained, espe- 
cially as its enemies were chiefly instru- 
mental in making the change in the rules 
which will permit it to be taken up again. 
Plainly, their purpose was not to promote 
the passage of this bill, but to make it easy 
‘© rush through others in which they are 
more interested. The closing days of 
the session are not a proper time for 
throwing down the barriers against hasty 
legislation. Under the change of rules a 

majority may at any time take up and pass 

» bill, and this, it is understood, leaves the 

way open for the Elevator bill, although it 

failed yesterday after a motion to recon- 
sider. The Lieutenant-Governor’s consider- 
ate effort to enable absent Senators to show 
whether or not they were dodging was de- 


bill on the table for future consideration. 
Mr. Hriu continues to keep a sharp eye on 
men who do not see fit to vote, as if that 
were an important part of his business, 


The Commissioner of Public Works de- 
clares that he has ‘‘thorough confidence in 
the Legislature.”” Reciprocally, Senator 
Daty, representing that part of the Legisla- 
ture in which the Commissioner's confi- 
dence is no doubt most thorough, informed 
the inquisitive Mr. E.usworrn yesterday 
that ‘‘those who knew Mr. Tuompson well 
had the fullest confidence in his integrity.” 
Satisfied with this recommendation, the Sen- 
ate ordered to a third reading the Aqueduct 
bill as amended by the Committee on Cities. 
We have already stated the reasons why it 
seems to us improper. that the 
Legislature should assume the power 
to name the citizen members of the 
commission, and the principle under- 
lying those objections is in nowise affected 
by the character of the nominations made. 
In its comments upon the amended bill yes- 
terday Tne Times inadvertently spoke of 
the selection of Mr. Georaz W. Lanz for a 
place upon the commission as standing on a 
par with that of ex-Judge Spencer, the 
Tammany office-seeker—an obvious injustice 
to the former gentleman. But the position 
offered him is one which the worthy Presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce cannot 
ufford to accept as the representative of the 
County Democracy or of any other political 
faction. 


An alarmed representative of the agricul- 
tural interests of Great Britain lately de- 
manded in Parliament to know whether the 
Government would continue to allow the 
importation. of American becves, notwith. 
standing the prevalence of the foot and 
mouth disease in the United States. The 
reply of the Government was that they had 
no advices as to the wide-spread nature, or 
even commonness, of the disease alluded to. 
But the protectors of British beef are not to 
be headed off in this manner. A deputation 
of agriculturists, led by the Duke of 
RicHMOND; has just waited upon the Lord 
President of the Council and Minister of Ag- 
riculture asking for what appears to have 
been a general prohibition of the landing of 
live stock in England. At present live 
stock is imported into England from France, 
as well as from this country, and a part of 
the answer to the Parliamentary inquirer 
was to the effect that the foot and mouth 
disease is not unknown in France. The 
over-zealous friends of British protection 
really demand, it appears, a virtual exclu- 
sion of all foreign live stock. This, the 
Minister of Agriculture intimates, cannot be 
granted. There is no authority for the 
statement that any cattle disease impairs the 
value of American exportations. 

The people of Bolivia, impoverished by 
war and suffering for want of the necessaries 
of life, very naturally complain because 
their Government has been sending money 
to Peru, to be used in assisting Montero, 
the Peruvian Executive. Bolivia’s strong 
adhesion to the old treaty of alliance and 
this practical expression of sympathy 
have not been overlooked by Chili, for the 
Chilian Government has ordered that at 
the Peruvian port of Arica, Bolivia’s chief 
commercial outlet, heavy export duties shall 
be paid, after June 1, upon silver and other 
leading products of the erring republic. 
The rulers of Bolivia seem incapable of 
learning wisdom, except by compulsion. 
They, deserted Peru when she had greatest 
need of help, but the aid they proffer at this 
late day will injure rather than serve her. 


THE SPEAKERSHIP CAMPAIGN. 

The Democratic preparations for the choice 
of a Speaker of the next House are proceed- 
ing with remarkable energy. The distance 
of the goal does not seem to affect the ardor 
of the contestants, and there are so many of 
them that, in their zeal, they afford a very 
fair picture in little of the condition of their 
party. The peculiarity of their activity is, 
however, that, while they are very positive 
in their desires, they are singularly negative 
in their expressions. Every one of them 
seems convinced of the need of showing 
what he will not do, if the precious prize is 
intrusted to him. In such contest Mr. 
RANDALL is an easy first. He has acted for 
many years in the capacity of a brake on the 
Democratic Party. His friends point with 
pride to the great success he achieved in 
preventing the Democrats in the House from 
doing what they wanted to do, and unques- 
tionably would have done if he had per- 
mitted them. From Dgcember, 1876, to 
March, 1881, he was Speaker of the House. 
During that time it was the earnest desire 
and avowed purpose of a majority of the 
Democratic members to commit the House to 
the wildest inflation and to repudiation, and 
Mr. RANDALL managed to stop them. In 
1877 his conservative influence held in 
check the violence of those of his fellow- 
members who wished to plunge the country 
into anarchy and possible civil war. Dur- 
ing the whole of the Forty-fifth and Forty- 
sixth Congresses the Democrats were aching 
for a chance to pass a radical revenue bill 
which would have upset commerce, de- 
ranged the business of every community, 
and inflicted a blow upon the then growing 
prosperity of the people. It was due to Mr. 
RANDALL’S ingenuity and firmness that they 
did not succeed. If capacity to interfere 
with the purposes of his party is the highest 
claim to leadership, Mr. RanDALL has such 
claim. 

Next to Mr. Ranpawi is Mr. Carwisie. 
He is the best fitted for the Speakership by 
character and mental force, but he is badly 
handicapped by his reputation for courage 
and honesty. He has convictions and a 
foolish habit of acting upon them. As far 
as any man could hope to give to the De- 
mocracy a definite direction he could be re- 
lied on todo it. But his friends are obliged 
to conceal this fact. The Democrats do 
not want direction but restraint. If they 
were placed in power without any one 
to hold them back, no one knows where 
they would go. So, while Mr. RanpDALL’s 
champions are declaring that he must be 
made Speaker to prevent the party from 
running headlong to free trade, Mr. Car- 
LIsLe’s friends declare that he alone can 
be relied on to prevent the party from sell- 
ing out to the Pennsylvania protectionists. 
The value of these respective claims to con- 
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fidence we do not pretend to estimate; but 
what is to be thought: of a party which, in 
whatever direction it turns, demands a chief, 
not to lead it, but to keep it out of mischief. 
Is there any mysterious necessity for Dem- 
ocratic rule which compels us to accept it, 
if only some one can be placed at its head 
who will hinder it from doing harm? 


There is a small army of minor aspirants 
for the Speakership. Mr. Cox is ‘‘ named,”’ 
and it is only his own fault if the mention 
of his name is more amusing than impres- 
sive. He has something resembling convic- 
tions, too, but no one can say in what direc- 
tion they would break out. Then there is 
Mr. DorsHemer, who is credited with be- 
ing the candidate of Jonn KeE.ty, but the 
time when Tammany Hall was a positive 
power in national politics has gone by. 
Under the illustrious Mr. Tween it assumed 
to name the President. Under Mr. Keviy 
it was once able to defeat Mr. TiLpen. 
Since then its field is the more modest one 
of State and City politics. Other States 
have equally obscure candidates. We are 
bound to admit that none of them is worse 
than Kerrrer, but most of them are as far 
ahead of their party as Mr. Kerrer was be- 
hind his. 


THE IRISH NATIONAL LEAGUE. 


If the basis of organization laid down in 
the call for the Irish convention at Philadel- 
phia yesterday was fairly observed, the 
1,150 delegates present represented some 
60,000 members of the various societies. 
Taking into consideration the fact that 
many of these societies were originally 
formed for purposes unconnected with the 
present movement, this does not seem a 
very large proportion of the citizens of this 
country who were born in Ireland or are of 
Irish descent. But when it is remembered 
that the branches of the Land League 
alone have, according to Mr. Eaan, 
contributed something like a million of 
dollars to the purposes of that organization, 
and that they have done so in the main from 
pockets by no means overrunning, it cannot 
be denied that the convention now in ses- 
sion is a powerful and impressive demonstra- 
tion of the belief of the Irish-Americans in 
the oppression of Ireland, and of determina- 
tion to bring about its release from such op- 
pression. 


In spirit and methods the convention com- . 


pares favorably not only with previous or- 
ganized assemblies with a like design but 
with like assemblies for political ends in this 
country. The convention showed for the 
first time in the history of the Irish move- 
ment in the United States evidence of 
the existence of efficient leadership. Its 
proceedings, though at times noisy, were in 
the main orderly, and the programme of the 
managers was fairly carried out in yester- 
day’s session. Whether it will control the 
resolutions as completely and easily as it 
controlled the election of officers, the nam- 
ing of the committees, and the adoption of 
rules remains to be seen. But there is every 
probability that the energy, tact, and firm- 
ness that have prevailed so far will continue 
to prevail. 

If this should prove to be the case, the 
American public will watch with keen in- 
terest, and with some anxiety, to see the 
direction which the movement will take, be- 
cause it will cease to be the outbreak of pas- 
sionate and aimless emotion and will become 
the deliberate action of an organized body 
of American citizens, directed by leaders of 
ability, with definite objects, and capable 
of seriously affecting not only our relations 
with Great Britain, but our internal inter-, 
ests. With the general purpose of the 
movement there is unquestioned sympa-' 
tby among the people of the United 
States. That Ireland should enjoy the 
advantages of political freedom and equal 
laws; that her citizens should have the 
widest possible opportunity to conduct their 
own afiairs;. that the laws regulating the 
tenure of land, from which the great body 
of them gain their living, should be shaped 
to promote the prosperity and develop the 
capacity. of its occupants, and that industry 
should be aided by all _ practicable 
measures are things which Americans 
wish as heartily for Ireland as-the Irish can 
themselves wish them. And it must be re- 
membered that there is also a very large and 
influential body of Englishmen who also 
wish these things with perfect sincerity, and 
who have made no small sacrifices and in- 
curred no slight risks to bring them about. 


But Americans, as well as the liberal 
English, cannot forget the fact that among 
the Irish on both sides the sea who profess 
these objects there are many who seek 
them, openly or secretly, by means abhor- 
rent to humanity, justice, and decency, and 
who call to their aid assassination and agen- 
cies of wholesale slaughter so cruel,cowardly, 
and detestable that every reasonable human 
being must regard them with indignant hor- 
ror. The leaders of the Irish National 
League are not ignorant of this fact, and 
they cannot afford to pass it over in 
silence. Nor can they content them- 
selves with denouncing the British 
Government in indiscriminate fashion, as it 
its acts offset such atrocities. The sym- 
pathy, the confidence, and the respect of 
intelligent Americans are worth a great deal 
to the true friends of Irish liberty and 
Irish progress. They can be had only 
at the price of a frank condemnation 
of the monstrous policy avowed by the 
Rossa party and put in practice in the dy- 
namite conspiracies. Mr. PARNELL yester- 
day besought the League to so act as to ena- 
ble him and his friends ‘* to continue to ac- 
cept help from America and at the 
same time avoid affording a _ pretext 
to the British Government for entirely 
suppressing the national movement in Ire- 
land and America.’’ This is a roundabout 
way of asking the Leacue to avoid express- 
ing any toleration for dynamite. But the 
League cannot afford to stop there. If it 
does it simply places public opinion in 
America on its guard. There can be 
nothing but suspicion in this country for 
men who deliberately regard inhuman 
slaughter, or attempts at slaughter, of inno- 
cent persons as one of the legitimate 
‘‘varying methods’? for any end what- 
ever. There no end pursued by 
decent men which can justify such 
means, and no cause the 
which, knowing such means to be in actual 
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preparation and use, can expect to promote 
unleas thev are ready in clear. plain terms to 


denounce and disown those means and all 
who resort to them. 


OUR HARBOR INTERESTS. 


Among the matters demanding reform at 
the hands of the present Legislature is the 
public service connected with the business 
of this port. Our commerce has for years 
been subject to a multitude of petty exac- 
tions that are either unnecessary or far 
more burdensome and annoying than they 
need be. The pilots of the Bay and the Sound 
are allowed to prey upon shipping to an ex- 
tent that adds seriously to the burdens under 
which it languishes. A bill providing for 
relief by areduction of rates and by mak- 
ing the employment of a pilot’s services 
optional has been pending in the Legisla- 
ture during the greater part of the session. 
The way in which it has been treated, as 
set forth in a report to the Chamber of Com- 
merce, is simply disgraceful, and is not im- 
proved by the ejection of a lobbyist said to 
be employed by the steam-ship companies. 
The passage of the bill is demanded by the 
unanimous voice of those most deeply in- 
terested in our commerce. But the pilots 
have united to defeat any legislation inter- 
fering with their power to levy tribute on 
the commerce of this port. Their profits 
enable them to tax themselves liberally in 
order to sustain lobbyists of their own 
and buy up legislators at Albany. The 
tactics pursued to defeat the pending bill 
are characteristic of the paid service of out- 
side parties. It is not opposed on its mer- 
its; nobody argues against it, but every 
means is resorted to to stave it off and pre- 
vent consideration of it at all. If Senator 
Jacoss is serving the pilots’ lobby and try- 
ing to defeat the wishes of the mercantile 
community without pay, he ought to have 
some motive for his zeal which he would be 
willing to avow. 


The Harbor-masters have long been per- 
mitted in defiance of law to sustain them- 
selves by exacting fees from commerce. 
They have also been more numerous than 
necessary because their appointment was a 
useful item of patronage at the disposal of 
the Governor. The time has come for re- 
form here also, but the Legislature palters 
with the subject instead of dealing with it 
in a straightforward manner. The number 
of Harbor-masters ought to be reduced, they 
should be paid fixed salaries, and should be 
made subordinates of the Dock Department 
of the City, but the politicians in the Legis- 
lature are anxious only to make as much as 
possible out of the offices as patronage. 
There is no good reason why the Harbor- 
masters should be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, but if the alternative is a selection 
with the approval of the Board of Alder- 
men, the power had better be left where it is. 


THE RAMAPO WATER PROJECT. 

The general drift of the discussion of the 
Ramapo water project, now going on, would 
seem to indicate a misunderstanding of what 
may be called the fundamental idea of that 
proposition. The objections raised are all 
based upon the apparent belief that the City 
isto undertake this enterprise, or that the 
City is to be authorized to contract in ad- 
vance with private persons who are to un-. 
dertake a work of doubtful feasibility. 
Against the Ramapo water project are inter- ‘ 
posed difficulties, legal, scientific, and sani-; 
tary, all of which are considered insur-} 
mountable, 


It is to be presumed that the great business 
firms represented in what is known as 
the Merchants’ Committee of Fifteen satis- 
fied themselves as to the financial responsi- 
bility of the private individuals who pro- 
pose this undertaking. If they did not,: 
they have proceeded in a very unbusi-: 
ness-like manner. The next step was to’ 
ask the Legislature to grant permission to- 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners to make a: 
contract with the Ramapo Water Company? 
for a certain amount of water, say fifty: 
millions of gallons per day, when the com- 
pany is ready to deliver it at the northern 
boundary of the City. The Legislature is 
also asked to permit the Sinking Fund Com-. 
missioners to purchase of the company their 
works, plant, rights, title, and interest when, 
complete at a price not to exceed $6,000,000, ; 
provided the Commissioners consider the pur- 
chase expedient and the work accomplished 
as projected. No purchase and no contract, 
is permissible unless the work is finished’ 
and the proposed conditions fulfilled. 


It will be seen, then, that the City cannot. 
possibly be compromised by any legislation 
which authorizes the incorporation of a 
water company and permits the Sinking 
Fund Commissioners to make a contract 
with that company when, in the judgment 
of the Commissioners, it would be for the 
interest of the City to conclude such a con- 
tract. All discussion of the scientific, 
financial, and sanitary difficulties supposed 
to be in the way are impertinent and prema- 
ture. Nevertheless, in order to demon- 
strate the fact that the Ramapo project 
is not a chimera, some of the weighti- 
est objections should be _ considered. 
As to the statement that nobody knows 
the names of any of the capitalists who are 
ready to put their money into the Ramapo 
water scheme, it may be answered that this 
objection is not a serious one, unless it 
should be feared that an irresponsible com- 
pany may get possession of the franchise 
sought and thus shut out a responsible com- 
pany from the so-called impossible under- 
taking. If the projectors should prove to 
be unequal to the task proposed, the work 
would not be done, and the City will 
have no opportunity to make any contract 
with any company. On the other hand, 
the capitalists really interested in this scheme 
are the merchants, bankers, and other busi- 
ness men, whose property is in daily jeop- 
ardy, and who ask the Legislature to pass 
this permissive bill. 

The legal difficulties which, it is feared, 
may lead to complications with the State of 
New-Jersey might be disposed of in the 
same way as that just now referred to. If 
the Ramapo Water Company, whoever its 
incorporators may be, cannot secure the 
right to use and take the water of the Ram- 
apo water-shed, there is an end of the mat- 
ter. But would it be wise to refuse to grant 
permission to the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sioners to do a certain thing, because, in the 


friends. of opinion of lawyers, the Commissioners 


never will have an opportunity to do that 
certain thing? It is quite possible, however, 
that ample riehts in the premises may 
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be acquired by amicable arranyements. 
It is not beyond the range of human 
provabiuity that the right to use the waters 
of the Raivapo River may be purchased and 
held without invol,:ng anybody in endless 
litigation or in an inter-State war. 


It would be unfair to say that the opposi- 
tion to the Ramapo water scheme, as thus 
far developed in the newspapers, is captious. 
But it is apparent that this opposition is 
based upon a serious misunderstanding of 
the whole subject. If it were proposed to 
embark the City in a novel undertaking for 
the purpose of securing an auxiliary 
water supply, all of the objections 
raised against the scheme, and many 
others, would be worthy of _ seri- 
ous, even anxious, consideration. But this 
is a case in which the City may be regarded 
as acustomer to whom comes a projector 
with his plans. The customer pays nothing, 
is responsible for nothing, until the machine, 
complete in all its parts and achieving all 
that its inventor claimed for it, is delivered 
and accepted. Meanwhile, the projector 
alone is responsible for the completion or 
failure of his project. 
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THE LATEST HERETIC. 

The list of charges which have been pre- 
ferred against the Rev. Heser Newron is 
formidable, at least in length. With ane or 
two exceptions, however, they can all be in- 
cluded in the charge that he denies the in- 
spiration of every part of the Scriptures, 
and they are apparently formulated for the 
purpose of strengthening the case against 
him. 

Mr. Newron’s offense is that he has 
taught that the Scriptures contain the word 
of Gop, but that every word and sentence 
from the first chapter of Genesis to the last 
chapter of Revelation is not necessarily the 
word of Gop. It is conceded that there is 
nothing in the Thirty-nive Articles which 
forbids Mr. NewrTon to entertain this view, 
and in point of fact the wording of the Sixth 
Article directly supports it. Mr. Newron 
is therefore charged, not with any denial of 
the Thirty-nine Articles, but with a violation 
of his ordination vows and of a declaration 
subscribed by him when a candidate for or- 
ders, which reads: ‘‘I do believe the Holy 
Scriptures of the Old and New Testament to 
be the word of Gop.” 

At the time when Mr. Newron made this 
declaration he must have understood by the 
words ‘‘ the Holy Scriptures”’ the authorized 
version thereof in use in the church. If this 
declaration bound him to maintain that 
every word of that version is the word of 
Gop, and forbade him to hold his present 
doctrine that the authorized version ‘‘ con- 
tains the word of Gop,”’ then every clergy- 
man who has subscribed to that declaration 
and who now ventures to say that the re- 
vised New Testament is more accurate than 
the old version is guilty of the same of- 
fense with which Mr. Newron is charged. 
The revised version virtually declares that 
every word of the old version is not .the 
word of Gop, for from the revised version 
are omitted several passages which the au- 
thorized version contained. These were 





omitted because they were decided not to be 


the word of Gop. In other words, the 
revisers hold that while the authorized ver- 
sion contains the word of Gop it also con- 
tains certain things which are not the word 
of Gop. The difference between the revisers 
and Mr. Newron is simply one of degree. 
He would perhaps reject from the New 
Testament some passages which the revisers 
have retained; but unless the revisers hold 
with him that the authorized version of the 
New Testament .‘‘contains the word of 
Gop”’ in distinction from the theory that 
every line of it ‘‘is the word of Gop,” 
they have been guilty of a sacrilegious 
mutilation of Scripture. If Mr. Newton is 
to be tried for a violation of his declaration, 
every clergyman who has signed the same 
declaration and who has expressed his con- 
viction that the revised New Testament is 
better than its predecessor should be tried 
with him. 

The charge that Mr. Newron has violated 
his ordination vow in which he declared his 
‘‘unfeigned belief in all the canonical Scrip- 
tures of the Old and New Testament’’ is 
meaningless unless it can be established 
that ‘‘unfeigned belief in all the canonical 
Scriptures’ means a belief in the divine 
inspiration of every word contained in them. 
Of course,,the authorized version of the 
Scriptures is that to which the passage in 
the ordination service refers. If Mr. New- 
ton has violated his ordination vow by 
teaching that the Holy Scriptures contain 
the word of Gop, every clergyman who has 
said that the new version is better than the 
old has committed the same offense, for no 
man who holds this opinion of the new ver- 
sion can ‘‘unfeignedly believe’ that every 
word of the old version is a direct revelation 
from Gop. 

The truthis that Mr. Newron’s view of 
the Holy Scriptures is in conflict with noth- 
ing that the church has taught. There are 
many churchmen who believe that every 
word of the Scriptures is inspired, but they 
can be challenged in vain to prove that this 
is the doctrine either of the Primitive Church 
or of that branch of the Anglican Church 
to which they belong. In preferring charges 
against Mr. Newron his accusers have mis- 
taken their own personal views for the doc- 
trines taught by the church. Mr. NewrTon 
has offended, not the church, but certain 
churchmen. They have no right to use 
eccle:{istical machinery to force all clergymen 
to hold the views of one particular school. 
If this is to be done 1n the case of Mr. New- 
TON it may be done in the case of nearly 
every priest and deacon in the church. The 
Anglo-Catholic party may charge all Low 
Churchmen and Broad Churchmen with 
heresy; the Low Churchmen may try to 
thrust the believers in the Apostolical suc- 
cession and the Real Presence out of the 
church, and the Broad Churchmen may 
claim that heresy consists in a rejection of 
the very views held by Mr. Newron. 

It remains with the Bishop of the diocese 
to decide whether Mr. Newton shall be 
brought to trial. Such a trial would proba- 
bly result in Mr. NewTon’s acquittal, but it 
would lead to bitterness and strife. Reli- 
gious papers not belonging to the church of 
which Mr. Newron is a member have 
lately insisted that he must be tried and con- 
demned if the church isto retain the re- 
spect of its opponents. It is rarely a proof 
of wisdom to follow the advice of an oppo- 
nent. but in this case the reverend gentle- 


men who have brought charges against Mr. 
NEWTON have satisfied a number of secta- 


rian newspapers, if they have accomplished 
nothing else, 
—_—_—_———— 


Although the Department of State has often 
been so indisereet as to print diplomatic corre- 
spondence which might better have remained un- 
disturbed in its cecret archives, it does not appear 
that there was anything that could justly rouse 
the ire of the German Government in the report of 
Minister SARGENT concerning the German interdio- 
tion of American pork. It is assumed by Bus- 
MARCK's Organ that the American Minister, com- 
menting on the unjust action of the Ger- 
man Government, suggested that reprisals 
should be made in order to bring that ,Goy- 
ernment to terms. The fact is, however, that 
Mr. Sareent, by way of illustrating the firm: 
ness of the position taken by the German Govern- 
ment, said tiat “the only argument which would 
be effective against the measure would be the fear 
of reprisals.” This isavery different thing from 
recommending retaliatory legisiation; and, mak- 
ing due allowance for the misconception which an 
imperfect translation into German of Mr. Sar- 
GENT’s report may have caused. it is evident that 
the sensitiveness of the German Government, as 
exhibited in the remarks of the Bismarckian organ, 
the North German Gazette, has been unduly touched 
by this trivial incident. 
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The arrest of two thieves who had been reap- 
ing a handsome profit by pretending to be em- 
ployes of a gas company, and thus gaining ddmis- 
sion to dwelling-houses, should be regarded as a 
warning by householders and tenants of flats. 
The gasman is a frequent visitor at this time of 
the year, when people are moving out of houses 
and new tenants are taking their places, and the 
landlords are having repairs made. Most house- 
hoiders persistently regard the gas-meter as a 
mysterious contrivance far beyond their pow- 
ers of understanding, and the mere use of the 
word ‘‘gas” is a sufficiently potent talisman 
to give any man, whose appearance fs not abso- 
lutely repulsive, entrance to a City dwelling. The 
men who use this word generally are, it is believed, 
real gasmen, whose operations when they gain 
entrance are comparatively harmless, although 
their purpose is beyond the ken of eommon folk. 
The bills never vary, no matter what the gasman 
may do tothe pipes or the meter. But it is just as 
well to be careful in letting a stranger pass the 
door, and unless he exhibits in a sufficiently 
marked manner characteristics that are known to 
be common to gasmen, to watch him while he is 
in the house. OTC EET Pal Aes 

Tbe Czar’s rigid seclusion of himself and 
the repeated postponement of his coronation sug- 
gest a historical parallel of formidable significance. 
A littie over three hundred years ago Ivan IV. (bet- 
ter known by his nickname of “Grozni” or Ter- 
rible) suddenly left Moscow and shut himself up in 
the monastery of Sergi Troitza, fearing, no doubt, 
that the norrible cruelties which had earned him 
his unamiable title might goad his subjects to sum- 
mary vengeance. So far from this, the infatuated 
men thronged by thousands to implore their “* fa- 
ther” to come back tothem,and greeted with shouts 
of joy the return of the man who had shed their 
blood like water. Another Russian sovereign is 
now playing a similar “hide-and-seek” game, but 
with widely different results. His people, instead of 
imploring his return, are sneering at his timidity, 


while those of his subjects who are most anxious 


to see him are preeisely those whom he is least 
anxious to see. Between Ivan, the first to assume 
the title of Czar, and AtexanpDeERr, the last to in- 
herit it, Russia has indeed passed through some 
startling changes.

The French Academy of Sciences has been 
played a trick which is as shameful to its author 
as it is complimentary to the late Prof. Henry 
Smith. Prof. Smith was awarded a first mathe- 
matical prize of the Academy—a distinguished and

After the dinner had been earefully attended to by 
all present a number of ladies were admitted to 
the room, and then Mr. Choate arose, amid loud 
applause, to welcome the guest of the evening. 

“ Gentiemen,”’ he sald, “*you have imposed upon 
me a pleasing and honorable duty this evening. We 
bave come representing all possible callings. And 
#0 we ought in order te pay atribute to one who 
pas spent his life in elevating the = art 
of human speech, and who has sounded 
the height and depth of human passion. 
Tnese hundred gentlemen stand as representatives 
of thonsands of friends and admirers of our 
guest. Wherever his peerless voice has been 
heard thousands will be found who _ will 
share owr regrets at his departure and an 
expression of admiration and gratitude. Year by 
year America welcomes te her shores the gifted 
artists of Europe, and some of them leave behind 
them far more than they take away [applause] in 
the memories of bappy hours past. just as the 
matehiess voice of Jenny Linc and the im- 

rial grace of Rachel linger with us. 

Ve welcome Salyini in no narrow or Joea! spirit. 
The stage is as wide as the theatre of human ac- 
tion. He who has done what he eould to 
elevate it has done it fer us and for all. 
[Applause.] The universality of Shakespeare is 
shown in the faet that he is everywhere read and 
understood, aud the great actors of every country 
are found presenting his great characters the 
world over in the universal language of passion. 
Jt is not oaly as a man that we admire Salvini. We 
remember that in early days he drew his sword by 
the side of Garibaldi [great applause] in the 
cause of liberty. He has always been devoted 
to a free and united Italy. Without any fur- 
ther words of introduction, I shall call upon 
you to drink to the health of Signor Salvini, pray- 
ing for him a safe journey home. And may it be 
many, many years before the world loses the echo 
of his voice. I cannot do better than give you the 
words of a toast which has been sent to me by one 
you ali know well, Hans Breitmann: ‘ One who has 
given again to Shakespeare ail that Shakespeare 
arew from Italy.""’

The repeated demonstrations of esteem, sympathy, 
and affection offered to me in the various cities of 
the Union which I'have visited prove that the 
egotistical exclusiveness adopted by such nations 
as are either ungracious, weak, or jealous does 
not prevail in your hospitable land. On 
this aceoust I wished to visit for the 
third time this industrious, opulent, powerful, and 
_ country. Ten years agolcame here with 

esitation: the second time I came with confi- 
dence, and the third time with effection. And I 
confess that in my third visit to America the pleas- 
ure of seeing again so many charming people was 
eoupled with the price of being able to say 
l was actually listened to three times by 
an enthusiastic sudience unfamiliar with my 
native tengue, yes, not only listened to, but appre- 
tiated. And. indeed, what European public could 
nave evinced a finer discrimination than yours in 
receiving my performances? What authoritative 
criticism of the other hemisphere could claim su- 
periority over the review published by the 
faithful, scholarly, and disinterested press of 
this country? Yes, I am conscious of an intense 
pride in having been subjected to the criticism of 
American writers, as lam conscious also that I owe 
their flattering estimates far less to my own merits 
than te the courtesy and generosity of the critics. 
At all events, this testimonia! of sympathy is ex- 
trerasly gratifying to me, as it will also 
be gratifying to my compatriots. To whom 
on my return home, do I owe the sat- 
isfaction of having been able to unfurl the 
bannver of Italian dramatie art? To you! To 
whom do I owe the pleasure of enriching my affee- 
tions with the aequisition of so many new 
friends? To eat To whom the gratified amni- 
tion of hearing myself called the actor of two 
hemispheres? To you—and yet again to you! 
May Heaven reward you by increasing the pros- 
perity of your land, fountain otf intelligence, 
ihe seat of progress, the home of liberty ! 

* On this occasion (perhaps the last that willfpre- 
wnt itself of opening my heart to you) I can- 
aotand I should not omit to offer my acknow!l- 
pdgments to all the actors who took part 
m my artistic suceesses. At first they may have 
peld somewhat aloof from me, thinking that I 
would probably entrench myseif in supercilious ego- 
sismm : but when they saw that my suggestions, which 
were dictated by an experience uf 40 years of art, 
pnly tended to improve the general effect of the 
performance, and not seldom to help such or such 
zk one in particular, then their confidence in- 
treased, until] now I may venture to say 
with pride that I am respected and liked 
by them all. No one ean appreciate better 
than I their merits, and, co uently, very few 
= discern more clearly than I theirdefecte. You 

ave certain artists of genius of whomI do not 
speak. These aside. Tradition and imitation are the 
two cankers which are slowly consuming the limbs 
(fortunately not yet thoroughly diseased) of English 
and American dramatic art. It is to be hoped 
that yeur conscientious, impartial, and disin- 
lerested eritics will arrest the progress of the evil. 
This would not be a difficult task, for the life-blood 
of the patients is not yet infeeted, and they pos- 
poss the mind and soul conducive to health. Art is 
vere one in all recions of the world. Its aim 

to inspire courage for the defense of our 
country. respect for the laws, family affection,

THE MANAGER. 

Acomplimentary dinner was given to Col. 
J. H, Mapleson last evening, at the Manhattan 
Club, by gentlemen who desired to recognize the 
impresario’s services in promoting the interests 
of Italian epera in this country, and especially the 
ald extended by him to American artists abroad

THE WORK OF RELIEF—MORE DEATHS RE- 
PORTED—HELP WANTED. 


Wesson, La., April 26.—Col. F. R. South- 
mayd, Dr. Wilkins, and Mr. Fenner, of the Red 
Cross Society of New-Orleans, to-day invited a 
delegation of citizens of Wesson to meet them, 
and proceeded to the organization of a branch of 
the society. After the formation of the society 
preliminary steps were taken to systematize the 


distribution of the relief funds and of 
articles received. Stores are being constantly re- 
ceived and distributed by the committees, which is 
indefatigable in its zeal to make everybody as 
comfortable as possible. Most hf the injured are 
left iu a destitute condition py tho storm. Bed- 
ding, clothing, aud nourishment are being 
supplied by the Relief Committee. Miss Lamp- 
kins and Miss Mamie Shields have died; 
six other persons who were injured are 
uot expected to recover. The railroad and 
express companies convey provisions and money 
for the sufferers free of charge. The physi- 
cians say that the scalp wounds in most 
case are very serious, and in some _in- 
stances gangrene has set in. Many of the 
weunded have been sent to other points and 
are generally reported to be doing well. Judge 
Bridewell this morning eaused a notiee to be 
requesting persons finding money to hand 
the same to the committee in order that the right- 
ful owners may regain it. One person is known to 
have foune $200in gola, thd property of Miss Erma 
Terrell, who died from the effects of her injuries.

MRS, BEACHAMP’S TRIAL. 
BALT™orE, April 26.—The Sun’s special of 
the Beachamp trial at Denton, Caroline County,

A FORGER 


ARREST OF WILLIAM GRIFFIB, 
ALIAS LORD ASHBURTON. 

ONE OF THE MEN WHO FLOODED THE COUN- 
TRY WITH FORGED CIRCULAR NOTES OF 
THE UNION BANK OF LONDON. 

William Griffis, alias Lord Ashburton, alias 
G. M. Saville, alias W. J. Hadley, alias Henry C. 
Walters, alias Crawford, a notorious English 
forger, who in 1878 was prominent among a gang 
of rascals who obtained many thousands of dol- 
lars with forged circular notes of the Union Bank 
of London, and who has served a term of impris-. 
onment in California, was arrested yesterday at 
No. 203 East Fiftieth-street on the complaint of 
Mr. Thomas Kirkpatriek, the Broadway jeweler, 
who in October, 1878, parted with jewelry worth 
$1,600 for 82 of the forged ten-pound notes. Last 
evening Griffis told the story of his life, and Capt. 
Williams says it is corroborated by facts which 
have come to hisknowledge. An additional reason 
for;believing Grifis’s story is that he is dying of pul- 
monary hemorrhages, and an aneurism of the 
beart may carry him away at any moment. Griffis 
was, he says, born at Dartmouth,in Devonshire, 
in 1849. His father wasa timber merchant at Tot- 
ness. When William was a boy he went to Butch- 
er’s echool, in London, and wasa student at Eton, 


College in 1861 and 1862. When yet a boy 
be was given a desk in the Bank of Eng- 
land, where he learned the art of finanee. 
In 1866 he accompanied an officer of the bank 
to China, visited Hong Kong and Shanghal, 
and in 1867 he left the service of the bank 
and came to New-York. He had learned how to 
lithograph, took lessons in engraving, and became 
expert in it. Bank forgers made his aequaintance, 
supplied him with money, and in 1869 he was a 
partner in their schemes. Griffis was employed by 
the schemers in various ways. He did all sorts of 
obsin the way of engraving and lithographing 
onds, commercial paper. and bank-notes. His 
remuneration varied. If he ‘‘prepared”’ paper for 
presentation he reesived more than half the pro- 
ceeds when only two persons were directly in- 
terested in the forgery. But it was seldom that 
less than three were in a scheme to defraud, 
and at times there were as many as six, 80 that the 
percentage to Griffis varied from 20 to 50 per cent. 
At one time he had accumulated $30,000. This 
went the way that a criminal’s money usually 
goes. Gambling, women, and intemperance left 
him almost a pauper Jn 1875, when he fell out with 
the forgers, and he tried to eke outa living as a 
clerk again. In 1876, at Syracuse, he made the 
acquaintance of a German girl, Lola, who came to 
New-York and lived with him. They were at 
No. 126 West Twenty-ninth-street on the 20th of 
February, when the apartments of Lizzie Kelsey. 
the actress, in the same house, were robbed of 
jewelry and other property worth $800. Lola, 
Grifis—who passed as Henry C. Walters—Theo- 
dore Fowler, of No. 119 Bleecker-street, and an ex- 
policeman were arrested. The ex-policeman has 
never been tried. Fowler pleaded guilty to petty 
larceny and served six months in_ prison, 
and the cases of Lola and Griffis were no!l prossed 
by District Attorney Phelps, on the ground that 
ed complainant had meved from the City and 
tate. 

Griffis came out of this ‘‘trouble’’ so poor that 
he was open to a reconeiliation with his friends 
the forgers. He was supplied with money, and the 
echeme to flood the country with forged circalar 
letters of credit and circular notes on the Union: 
Bank of London were talked over for nearly a 
year, until the plans were consummated in July, 
1878, Griffis says the paper for the letters of credit 
and notes were made in England, and that the 
printing, engraving, and lithographing were done 
there. Asfar as he remembers there were six 
series on which the forgers and their allies could 
operate, namely: A circular letter for £54,000, with 
pesrnowe of unlimited credit on drafts, with circu- 
ar notes varying in amonnt from £10 to £500; a 
circular letter for £43,000, with  cireular 
notes of the same denomination, and circu- 
lar letters for £20,000, £6,000, and two of 
£1,000, with eircular notes for £10. Griffis had 
nothing to do with the “ making” of the letters or 
the notes. They were submitted to him to test the 
chances ef detection, his advice in regard to the 
places where the spurious notes were to be changed 
was asked, and his share was to be the £54,000 let- 
ter and all the money he could make out of the 
notes. The members of the gang took different 
routes and began operation in August. Griffis went 
West and sowed his notes broadcast among trades- 
men and bankers in Denver, Ogden, Salt Lake City, 
Virginia City, and San Francisco. Coming East 
early in October, he went to Boston, left some re 
membrances there in the shape of ten-pound notes, 
and left in two days with Georgetta Saville, a 
woman who had jiited her protector, a well-known 
stock broker. They first visited New-York 
and victimized Mr. Kirkpatrick and others 
in their three days’ stay, and left for 
Chicage, Toledo, Cleveland, and Kansas City, leav- 
ing their paper tracks in each place. Meanwhile 
the other members of the gang bad not. been idle, 
and Walter F. Flosswell, alias Esmond, was ar 
rested in the office of Jesup, Paton & Co., the Wil- 
liam-street bankers, and the others were heard of 
by Kountze Brothers, the agemts of the Union 
Bank, — pouring In of the spurious notes 
being cashed in Canada, Philadelphia, and 
Baltimere. Griffis and Georgetta came to 
grief at Denver, Col. The Rocky Mountain 
detective agency suspeeted them aud asked Su- 
perintendent Walling what reward was offered for 
Griffis. He replied, ** We'll give $100 reward. If 
any more you can have it.” The head of the 
agency, D. J. Cook, answered, ** Can't get him for 
that amount; railroad fare is more.” Griffis says 
that when Cook, C. C. Jay, and J. E. Bull discov- 
ered that New-York could not pay expenses and 
have a profit, they ‘‘akinned” him and his 
consort. They took from him $6,000 in money 
and $2,500 worth of jewelry, seized Georgetta’s 
jewelry worth $2,000, gave Griffis a ticket to Chey- 
enne and $300,000 in forged Union Bank notes, 
and told him to “get.” Griffis *‘zot’’ to Cheyenne 
and Ogden, but he was tracked by the Rocky 
Mountain detectives, who watched him “lay down” 
the forgeries and ‘‘snook him up” whenever he 
had accumulated enough. Altogether, Griffis 
avers, the Rocky Mountain fellows got $21,- 
000=—Ss from him in _ three 
Then, at San Francisco, he ’ 
would be bled nolonger. Chief. Kirkpatrick called 
in Capt. Lees, and they let Griffis have enough 
tether to aliow them to catch him red-handed, and 
he was arrested at the Oakland ferry. He had dis- 
tributed about $125,000 of the forged notes, and 
had purchased blocks of stocks of Baldwin & Gla- 
zier, “Matt” Cahill, Brown & Thompson, and 
others. He was prosecuted by the Bank of Nevada 
and was sentenced to eight years’ imprisonment. 
He was acquitted on two other charges, and sev- 
eral criminal prosecutions against hin were aban- 
doned. Last November he was secretly released 
from prison as he was believed to be dying. He was 
married when released to a cousin bornin San 
Francisco—a good-looking girl of 20. After pass- 
ing nine weeks in bed he went to Southern Califor- 
nia for five weeks, then oame East, stopping at 
Chicage, He has no means of his own, but was 
planning te go to Devonshire and die, when he 
was arrested in East Fiftieth-street, where he and 
his wife have been stopping for a week. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick knew of Griffis’s release from 
prison and resolved, if he came to New-York, to 
take advantage of an indictment against him and 
cause his arrest, even if he did not decide to push 
the case against him. Griffis is indifferent as to his 
fate. He said last night. when asked to name 
those who first employed him to forge and who 
got up the Union Bunk scheme: “It is better that 
Ishould not tell who these persons were. It can- 
not help me to betraythem. I am not !ong forthis 
world, and I want to be spared all the wortifica- 
tion that I can.”

GREGORY A. PERDICARIS. 

The death at Tangiers, Africa, has just 
been announced, of Gregory A. Perdicaris, at one 
time a well-known citizen of New-Jersey. Mr. 
Perdicaris was born at Athens, Greece, and re- 
ceived his cducation in that country. He entered 
public life while still a young man, but his 
open avowal of Republican principles brought 


him into conflict with the Government, and he, 
with his brother, was sentenced to be beheaded. 
Sentence on the brother was executed, but 
Gregory escaped and came to this country. 
He was without means, but his scholarly 
attainments secured for him the Professor- 
sbip of Latin and modern Greek, and Greek history 
at Harvard University. This pesition he held fora 
number of years. While lecturing in the South on 
the = treated by him at the university he 
met a Miss Hanford who subsequently became his 
wife. With the fortune this lidy brought him, 
Mr. Perdicares began the building of gas-works, an 
enterprise which he had long felt would prove 

rofitable. The results verified his judgment, and 
e amassed a large fortune. After establishing 
gas-works many of the Southern cities 
he came north and continued his busi- 
ness in New-Jersey. Under his supervision 
works were erected in Princeton, Newark, Orange, 
and Jersey City. About 30 years ago he went to 
Trenton, N. J.. and, buying a homestead, con- 
cluded to settle down there and live. The land, 
whieh he bought for a small sum, proved val- 
uable, however, and he realized a small for- 
tune from its sale, asthe city advanced toward 
him. While Mr. Perdicaris was acting ae United 
States Consul at Athens his only son, Ion, was 
bern. Duringatripto Virginia after the war Mr. 
Perdicaris was badly injured ina railroad wreck. 
He recovered so as to be about again, but never 
was as streng mentally as before. For years he 
and his wife had rooms at the Trenton House, 
in Trenton. The old gentleman's short figure was 
a familiar one on the streets. Mr. Perdicaris hada 
great fondness for riding on streetcars. He would 
be seen atall hours seated in the one-horse ve- 
hicles, seeming to enjoy the jolting, and paying no 
heed to other passengers. Mr. Perdicaris never 
figured in political life in bis State. He went to 
Tangier to live with his son Ion, who has his resi- 
dence there, about three or four years ago.

CHARLES W. FOSTER. 

Mr. Charles W. Foster, father of Gov. Fos- 
ter, died at his home, in Fostoria, Ohio, last night, 
in the eighty-third year of his age. He was born in 
Brookfield, Mass., Nov. 21, 1800. His father, Wil- 
liam Foster, was a farmer and dealer in stock, and 
removed the family in 1818 to Genesee County, 


N. Y., where he died in 1829. The edueation that 
Charles received was from the. common schools, 
and subsequently he engaged for some years in 
boating on the Erie Canal. In 1827, two years 
before his father’s death, he was married at 
Cambridge, N. Y., to Miss Louisa Crocker, and the 
same ‘year he removed, with his wife’s father, to 
Seneca County, Ohio, and was one of the earliest 
settlers of that region. In 1832 he gained posses- 
sion of about 2,000 acres of land, and plotted out 
the town of Rome, which was afterward consoli- 
dated with Risdon, a town near by, and given the 
name of Fostoria, in henor of Mr. Foster. He has 
been very successful in all the mercantile pursuits 
in which he engaged, and in 1854. in connection 
with his son, opened a banking business, which 

roved ve successful and is still in operation. 

ir. Foster had six children, but the Governor is 
the only one now living.

JAY GOULD’S CONTRIBUTION AT THE AGE

I trust their contaminating in- 
fluence will never disturb the harmonious 
union of that constellation of bright stars 
who shall send forth the effulgent rays of 
friendship from the successive pages of this 
lady’s album; their seared consciences are dead- 
ened to all the finer feelings and insensible to — 
py influences of friendship; to them virtue is 

ut an echo and moral worth but an apology. Yes, 
there are finer and nobler sentiments that pervade 
the society of congenial spirits, and the purest 
and noblest of them ali is friendship—it is the 
strong undercurrent of society—a mutual feeling 
which kind looks and gentle words can alone 
beget; unseen, unpretending; so tender, so 
pure, that the slightest breath of discord 
may blight and destroy; yet so strong that 
by its silent influence it holds society and 
nations by a stronger bond than can _ else 
armed hosts or stringent laws; so strong that it 
could induce a Saviour to come from the abodes of 
light and joy and peace, to atone, by a bitter death, 
for the sias or ungrateful and erring map. To friend- 
ship’s shrine, then, let this token be offered. Let 
her monument be erected upon every page—may 
the sentiments, the signatures, and the familiar 
writings in after years renew upon memory’s tab- 
let many pleasant associations, inseparable links 
in the history of the past, and may not asbadow 
of pain or a cloud of sorrow ever gather in the 
horizon of the futureto mar your happiness or 
waver your contidence in those in whom you con- 
fide.

SINGING FISHES iN THE OHIO RIVER, 

Communication to the Cleveland (Ohio) Herald. 
In a miscellaneous column of your issue of 
the 18th I notice an article copied from Chambers's 
Journal headed * Musical Fishes." This statement 
is not new, and it has been received with more or 
less doubt as one of the stories of India. On read- 
ing it I was reminded that singing fishes was one 
of the first things I remember to have heard men- 
tioned as belonging to the Ohio River. I heard 


it said when I was a child, and in the faith 
of childhood listened when I first came to that 
stream for the song of these fish, yet I seldom 
heard it, though old boatmen spoke of it in 
the quiet days of flat-boats xs quite common. One 
evening I advert to, when I heard the singing of 
the fish as distinctly as could be wished. One 
afternoon, late in the Summer of 1837, I stepped 
ot to a flat-boat then used at Martin's;Ferry, oppo- 
site Wheeling, West Va.. when I was attracted by 
the sweet, “olian harp-like sound arising from the 
water. I had forgotten the singing fish, and asked 
the ferryman whatit was. He replied as if speak- 
ing of a common matter, saying that it was the 
white perch, which he safa foliowed under the 
boat back and forward across the river at that 
season, when the water was warm andlow. He 
was thoroughly posted in the habits of the fish, 
being bred to the work of fisherman and fer- 
ryman, and intelligently described the habits 
of the white perch of the Chio, which, he said, had 
always been noted for this habit of singing. I 
might mention, historically, that my informant 
was Ebenezer Clark, a son of Elizabeth Zane, fa- 
mous as the heroine who, at the siege of the fort 
at Wheeling, carried the powder to the fort 
throngh a shower of Indian bullets. This does not 
materially affect the musical fish. I believe he 
gave meacorrect account of the singing fish. I 
listened to their music while he told me about 
them. The sound was very much like that pro- 
duced by a silk thread placed between the meeting 
railsof a window, sometimes cajled an olian 
harp. If the perch can sing in the Ohio, he may in 
India.

POOL MANAGERS’ DISCUSSIONS. 
The Joint Executive Committee, passenger 
department of the railroads forming the Eastern 
pool, after being in session from 9 A. M. to 5 P. M.

ITHACA, AUBURN AND WESTERN. 

The stockholders of the Ithaca, Auburn and 
Western Railroad Company met at the office of 
the Treasurer, Mr. A. S. Barnes, No. 111 William- 
street, yesterday, and the holders of two-thirds of 
the stock ratified the lease of that road to the 
Southern Central Railroad. The Ithaca, Auburn 


and Western Railroad is little more than 38 miles 
long, and runs from Freeville to Auburn, in this 
State. The cost of its construction and equinment 
was $1.640,981 66, and the capital stock is $970,000. 
The outstanding first mortgage bonds of the oom-

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THE WEST SHORE ROAD BONDS. 

Messrs. Winslow, Lanier & Co., who, in De- 
cember last, took for a syndieate they represented 
$10,000,000 of the bonds of the New-York, West 
Shore and Buffalo Railroad, have taken the re- 
mainder of the bonds for this syndicate, amount- 
ing to $10,262,000. This amount completes the 
placing of the entire issue of bonds, $50,000,000. 


and insures the furnishing of the money necessary 
to the completion of the road. It will also allow 
$6,000,000 for the complete equipment of the road, 
a large fund for the completion of the terminal 
facilities, and leave a reserve of cash suffi- 
cient to pay the interest on the entire bonded 
indebtedness for July and January next. This 
reservation was made a condition for placing the 
loan, although the Ontario and Western Road guar- 
antees the interest on $10,000,000 bonds, and the 
interest charges which the road must earn amount 
to only $2,000,000 per annum, 5 per eent. on $40,000,- 
000 not guaranteed.

MR. NEWTON NOT ALARMED 


—— _. 
BOLDLY MEETING THE. CHARGES 
OF HERESY, 
DENYING THAT THERE IS ANY JUST BASIS FOR 
THE ACCUSATION, CALLING IT A; MOVE- 
MENT AGAINST BROAD CHURCH THOUGHT. 


A marriage ceremony was performed by the 
Rey. R. Heber Newton at All Souls’ Church, of 
which he is Rector, in West Forty-eighth-street, yes- 
terday afternoon. His round, heaithful-looking 
face wore a smile, and he did not seem to be dis- 
turbed by the charges of heresy preferred against 
him the day before by three of his brethren in the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. He chatted pleas- 
antly with his parishioners and friends,a number 
of whom waited upon him, and later in the after- 
noon returned to his home in Garden City, Long 
Island. When asked what his reply to the charges 
woulé be, he said he had made no preparatiens 
for a trial, and, in fact, as yethad given the matter 
no thought. 

“ How do you regard your position?” 

“T may say the highest court in England having 
jarisdiction over ecclesiastical matters ruled im 
favor of the centrai matter alleged in the charges— 
the doctrine of superstition. In the case of Row- 
iand Williams the views were vrecisely the same 
as those I entertain, and the charges were not sus- . 
tained after exhaustive litigation. The preeedent 
ef that for our church is simply conclusive, and 
there is nothing more to be said on the subject. I 
regard the charges as flimsy and having nothing to 
stand on, and I hardly think the case will come to 
trial. Morecver, an attempt to sottle such a ques- 


Hon would open an agitation the issues of whieh 
no man ean see. If there should be a trial and the 
decision should be against me it would amount to 
. practical revolution in the position of the 

urch.” ee 

“ What do you think of the indictment?’ 

“ While I wili not go into details,I will say that two 
orthree of the points in the indictment struck me as 
being curious things on which te raise an ecclesi- 
astieal trial to-day. Conoerning the doctrine of 
the person of Christ, heresy will have to be read 
Into my printed language. Ido not shrink from a 
trial in any way, and if one is ordered I shal select 
my five jurors from these named by the Bishop. 
it is plain to ony one who followed the whole dis- 
cussion of the Winter that there is a personal ani- 
mus lying back of the movement on the part of 
some, regarding which the community is quite able 
bo j . There have been insinuations that I 
my sermons in printing them—that they 
Were net the same as those I preaebed. The fact 
is they were preached from notes, and in at least 
one instance from hasty and imperfect notes, with 
no thought in the beginning of publication, se that 

the course was finished I had to sit down and 
write out the whole seven sermons from notes. In 
doing so I adhered to every position I had taken 
In the lectures, even strengthening the utterances 
at many points, and only changing the language as 
reported in the papers where it had the freedom of 
pxtemporaneous speech, which I would under any 
cireumstances do with matter going to the press.” 

“Do you acknowledge that you have been cuilty 
of a violation of the doctrines of thé chureb f” 

“Not atall. Iwould not await trial to be put 
out ot the church to whicn I was conscious I had 
been untrue. When! am satisfied that I have no 
right in our church I shall’‘not_ await the action of 
a committee of reverend gentlemen to be told so. 
Nothing to me seemed sadder in the discussion of 
the Winter than the reckless manner in which the 
charge of couscious disloyalty and insincerity have 
been flung at me by dignitaries as wel! as less con- 
spicnous persons. I am impressed," said Dr. New- 
ton significantly. “that an ecclesiastical! trial eon- 
cerning the bearing of false witness might be in 
order just now.” 

*“Tasked you about violation of the doctrines. 
Do you consider that you have broken any vows 
whatever?’ 

“I do not,” said Dr. Newton, firmly. “ All vows 
bave to be taken with interpretations, and the sub- 
soription at the time of ordination has of necessity 
to be read in the light of the forma! official utter- 
ances of the church. I simply deny in toto the 
rharges so far as they are relevant. In regard 
fo one or two I should like to learn exactly 
what the church teaching is before I plead guilty 
or not guilty to them. It might save trouble. 
in the fature if the se!f-constituted reverend eom- 
mittee were to write out a statement of the doc- 
trinal belief of the Protestant Episcopal Chureh to 
submit to all future candidates for ordination. in 
order that they may know howto hold the truth 
as the church received it and as the reverend doc- 
tors of the committee received it. Some of the 
stems in the eharges, I may add, are plainly a gross 
misunderstanding of my position, and others 
jeem to me quite as gross a misunderstanding of 
the Christian dogma as formulated by the church." 

“How do your views agrev with those enter- 
tained by others of the clergy?” 

“Thold more radical views than many. but 
views substantially in “‘accordanee with those of 
the more liberal theologians of the English Church. 
The ignorance of the great theologians of the 
Churek ;of England -is one ‘of the remarkable 

brought forward by the diseussion. Sueh 
as that of the prince of English doctors, 
eremy Taylor. ‘ whereverthe true Word of God 
kept,’ whether in holy Scripture or in tradition, 
tan easily be lieled from other great doctors, 
a line of rational conoeption of the 
ible from the time of Hooker down, un- 
r whose shadow I am quite content to 
test. Whatan absurd and humiliating position 
pur church would be put in by affirming the oppo- 
site of the general views which I have taken! It 
would be an interesting exhibition to the public at 
jeree to see our church ruling out those general 
jews which I have taken afterso long a line of 
intellectual ancestors. It would be putting back 
the chareh at least a generation. There are the 
hioned, orthedox, conservative theologians, 
in, there is the progressive school.

HER DEATH AT THE RESIDENCE OF HER 
SON-IN-LAW, GEN. HANCOCK. 

Mrs. Adaline Du Bois Russell aied on Tues- 
day last, aged 72,at the residense of her son-in- 
law, Major-Gen. Winfield 8. Hancock, United States 
Army, at Governor's Island. She was the relict of 
the late Samuel Russell, long a prominent mer- 
ehant in St. Louis, Mo. Her father was Oliver Du 
Bois. Through her mother, Maria Brown, she was 


sixthin direct descent from Paui Richard, third 
son of Dean Paul Richard, Comte de 
Vaillac, a Captain in the French Guards 
and chevalier d@’honneur de Madame la 
Duchesse d’Orleans. In 1650 Pauli Richard was, on 
aeceunt of his Huguenot opinions, foreed to emi- 
grate to Holland, and in 1660 he came to Nieuw- 
Amsterdam, and on the 9th of February, 1664, mar- 
ried Geletié Jans. He became an Alderman of tke 
South Ward in 1686, and retained the position until 
1697. He was a Commissioner of Customs during 
the difficulties with Jacob Leisler, in 1689, and was 
one of the prominent and wealthy men of the 
provisoe, his property having been valued in 1674 
at 50,000.florins, Holland currency. His grandson, 
Paul Riehard, beeame equally prominent in public 
affairs, and was eppointed a Councilor in place 
of Rip Van Pun in 1735, and’ aleo Mayor 
of the City of New-York, and served in the 
latter capacity until 1739. He was agen pon ame a 
member of the Provincial Assembly and a warm 
friend of Chief-Justiee De Lancey, and an equally 
strong political opponent of Goy. Clinton. He was 
one of the charter members of the Corporation of 
King’s, now Columbia, College, and made a he- 
guest to it of £400, and of £50 to Trinity Church, 
where he lies buried, for the peor of the parisb.

Mrs. Russell was also of Huguenot descent on 
the Du Bois side as well as through her moth- 
er’s father. Stephen Richard Brown, the grand- 
son of Capt. Johannes de Bruyn, who com- 
manded a company in this City in 1689. She 
was, therefore, connected with the Kings, Van 
Burghs, Clintons, Livingstons, and other old soio- 
nial families of New-York. When she was very 
young her father, on a second marriage, removed 
to Ohio, and subsequently to St. Louis, which be- 
came her home. and where she lived during her 
married life and for several years after her hus- 
band’s death. During her residence in St. Louis 
she was known for her eminent hospitality, which 
was dispensed with a refinement and grace pecu- 
liar to herself. She was a woman of more than 
ordinary mental acquirements, and of great ami- 
ability, at the same time of great positivenes of 
character, which was stamped upon the lineaments 
of her face. At the time of her decease she had 
but recently returned froma visit to her grandson, 
Russell Hancoek, at his plantation in Mississippi. 
Her funeral will take piace this morning at 11 
o'clock from Governor's Island.

A FAIRLY ACTIVE DAY WITH'A STRONG CLOS- 
Ing. 

Crtcaco,’ April 26.—Tne leading produce 
markets were fairly active to-day, and all agreed 
in being easier early in the day, but closing up 
strong. The outside world sent inits orders later 
than usnal, and the buying side was well represent- 
ed, causing some chagrin to those who had sold in 
the morning, because they misunderstood the tone 
and temper of the trade. 

Provisions were active and generally stronger. 
They fell off a little early in the day, and at one 
time looked quite weak, with an easier hog market 
here, and a Liverpool decline of 6d. onlard. But 
the decline invited buyers and a good many pur- 
chasing orders came in, which started prices up 


again and reduced the volume of offerings by 
strengthening some men with fee»le knees, who 
had rushed in to sell on the initial break. The de- 
mand continued good through tho session and was 
quite brisk about 1 o'clock, causing a strong elos- 
ing at the top. June pork was relatively firm, 
closing 2244 cents above the latest price of Wednes- 
day, at $1945, while July closed 1744 cents 
higher, at $19 65, and Jard closed 10 cents higher, 
at $11 65 for May, and $11 90 bid for July. Short 
ribs closed 7% cents higher, at $10 40 for May and 
$10 674g for July. There was a fair shipping de- 
mand for meats, especially for hams, 800 tierces of 
which changed hands. On the afternoon call pork 
was firmer and ribs easier. 

Wheat was active and firm after an early touch 
of weakness, The market declined 1 cent to 14 
cents, then advanced 154 cents, and closed 54 cent 
above the latest prices of Wednesday, at $1 1154 
for ny, and $1 15 bid for July. Public advices 
called Livernool and London tame at a decline of 
6d. per quarter, and St. Louls people were weak on 
the fact of finér weather and a great improvement 
in the appearance of the Winter wheat in Sovth- 
ern Illinois. The sales on outside aceount were 
supplemented by local tkrowingof lets bought 
the previons day, and the big longs did not 
attempt to sustain the market.

THE TEWKSBURY INVESTIGATION. 

Boston, April 26.—In the Téwksbury ex- 
amination, to-day, Dr. G. A. Tucker, of Australia, 
an expert, testified that he had examined nearly 
all of the insano asylums ef the country, and yisit- 
ed the insane ward at ‘lewksbury two weeks ago. 
He saw every patient there, and found everything 
to be remarkably clean. He found only seven per- 
sons to eare for 260 patients, but was told that the 
appropriation would allow of no more. The in- 


mates were neat and olean. He thought it im- 
proper that female patients should have male at- 
tendants, which was one of the greatest evils at 
Tewksbury, supplemented by Dr. Lathrop’s ignor- 
ance of some things he should know about. Wit- 
ness would have the insane at Tewksbury 
amused or employed constantly. The mode of re- 
straint there was the same as that employed at 
other institutions. He had not visited the Alms- 
house at Tewksbury, so he could not speak of its 
eondition. 

Cornelius O’Brien testified that he went to Tewks- 
bury for a severe cold. The patients were unable 
to feed themselves and bad no one to agsist them. 
He had seen Walter Winning, a nurse, kick an old 
man named Moran down the ward into his bed. 
He had also seen the latter tied upon the bed for 
hours and nearly choked to death by his straps. 
He had known “ French Jee,’’ a pauper, in eharze 
of the elethes-room, to sel! shoes fer 25 cents, and 
when witness threatened to write to the Gevernor, 
Capt. Marsh said he would kick him out of the 
effice. Some time was spent in trying to show that 
ae witness was quarrelsome and achronic drunk- 
ard.

THE HOME FOR INTEMPERATE MEN. 

A public meeting in behalf of the Christian 
Home for Intemperate Men was held at the Broad- 
way Tabernacle last evening. The Rev. D. Stuart 
Dodge, who is President of the Home, made a short 


address. ‘his was foilowed by the reports of the 
officers and addresses by the Rev. Dr. Taylor, the 
Rey. Edward Judson, and four former inmates of 
the home. The home has been in operation for 
nearly six years, and during that time 1,051 inebri- 
ates have been treated there. Of these 714 had 
professed Christianity and led reformed lives. and 
126 are known not to have been made 
Christians, although they had been benefit- 
ed both physically and morally. Of the total 
number treated only 394 paid for their board. The 
receipts during the past six months were $14,763 45, 
the expenses $12,718 68. The institution has adebt 
of $8,200, of whieh $4,400 had been subscribed on 
condition that the balance should be raised. Other 
subscriptions had reduced the amount necessary 
to be secured to $1,800. An effort was made to 
raise this sum, but the audience was so small that 
the subseriptions did not equal half the amount 
needed.
